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FOREWORD 

It is a great pleasure that feeling of internationalism whose 
importance grows today at the time of a struggle against imperialism. 
We will continue our international approach oriented by the idea of 
a brotherhood of oppressed people. This approach which will be 
reflected in a "struggle" which prepares the general struggle against

“Aid from US" means mostly human and 
barbarous national oppression and exploitation of peoples, if they 
can't mange to bring people on their knees, they try force the 
leadership of revolutionary movements and patriotic forces to surren¬ 
der. The developments in Nicaragua, Palestine... etc. are a classical 
example of how imperialism exports the counter-revolution. When they 
accomplish the creation of political or national polarization among 
internal dynamics, nations or "Civil War", the imperialist interference 
can easily be legitimized.

But last year, on 13th of September the Revolutionary 
Movement was faced with a coup made by there traitors and 
originating from the petty-bourgeois tendencies and weaknesses that 
try to dominate and eliminate our movement. Our leadership were 
taken into detention with torture and imprisoned for four months by the 
putschists. They tried to hide the truth, told lies to cadres and grasped 
all the assets of movement (cash, weapons, archive, relations... etc.). 
But. when everything became clearfor everyone, no-one recognized 
the leading role of the liquidator -putschists. They were sentenced by 
all cadres and supporters of Devrimci So!. Cadres of Devrimci Sol 
exhibited a great courage and example of Revolutionary Democracy 
and discipline, steeled during many years of Revolutionary Struggle, 

Oppression, prohibitions, executions without warrant, detention, 
tortures, restrictions, arrests, disappearing of people, mass executions, 
housesearch, foreign immigration, burning of villages, fascist terror, 
dirty war are continuing in Turkey and Kurdistan. And also, oligarchy 
aims to wedge divisions among Turkish and Kurdish people along 
national lines. The" Counter-Guerilla Government" demands that 
guerilla powers are put under the necessity of laying down the arms 
and for that reason, T.C. (Turkish Republic) forces armed with US 
weapons, trained by CIA experts by US imperialism put to fire and 
sword all over the country. T.C serves as a tool of US imperialism like all 
neo-colonized countries. 

We aim to informing the world public opinion about the political 
reality in our country. We believe in our righteousness and it's a burning 
problem for us to be a part of struggle of the world Revolutionary 
Movements.

In the beginning of a new period, 
we are hatred for coupers who want to 
finish off our history of struggle. 

In our history of struggle you come 
face with every kind of death, betrayal 
and fire and also see political courage, 
brave, honour, tradition of resistance 
and spirit of new humanity. 

We resisted attack in every con¬ 
dition and our struggle went on uninter¬ 
ruptedly without end, We with our lead¬ 
ership and membership become a power 
which had written their honour on the 
wall of our bases with our blood . We 
carried on the Comrade Spirit to Friend¬ 
ship of Front. And we become the hope 


if our oppressed people and at the same 
time imperialism and the Oligarchy obvi¬ 
ously were full of fear of us. 

Despite all these positive devel¬ 
opments. They want to finish off our 
struggle. They were succesful by some 
means or other. But they lost everything. 
Our people, who had experinced be¬ 
trayal have stated to rise apposition 
against betrayers. Betrayers had been 
sentenced and removed from all 
branches of our organisation, 

Coupers tried to destroy all our 
tradition, all our cultural velses. They 
had no regard for ethical phenomena. 
They were as crazy as to refuse their 
recent identity. They were the best sam¬ 
ple of petit bourgeois aspiration and 
belieflessness. 

They were as fearful as to shoot 
down using 23 bullets and as cruel as to 
put a comrade to torture by tying to a tree 
in the forest They were as crazy as to 
make a “Revolutionary Hunt" in the streets 
by using a car bought with money stolen 
from The Devrimci Sol and give our 


movements arms to the police by send¬ 
ing a plan of illegal steres of arm to a 
police station. They are every kind of 
hand-dog but it is difficult and unneces¬ 
sary to speak of them. 

On 13 th September 1992, 
Coupers arrested the leader of the 
Devrimci Sol, Dursun Karatas by using 
violent methods, took him to a close, 
airless room underground. They occu¬ 
pied the Central Bus and stole Organisa¬ 
tions arms, cash and archives including 
all knowledge of Organisation, Our leader 
was token prisoner in the hands of 
Coupers and began hunger-strike to pro¬ 
test of the action. 

In January 1990, 
all the members of the 
Devrimci Sol had 
some idea that Dursun 
Karatas would our 
leader, It is interesting 
that the Chief of 
Coupers agreed with 
the others. Dursun 
Karatas had been au¬ 
thorized by all mem¬ 
bers of the Devrimci Sol. But despite this 
reality, Coupers abused their strength 
and beging to administer and organisa¬ 
tion by telling lies.They were telling that 
"Dursun Karatas is ill" when the mem¬ 
bers of organisation asked where Dursun 
Karatas was. 

In 22nd day of prison, our leader 
Dursun Karatas achived success and 
escaped and informed one of the mem¬ 
ber of the Devrimci Sol 
in Turkey. Because of 
this, the Coupers went 
in fear of their life. Af¬ 
ter a short time, our 
leader came to solve 
the problem quietly 
and not to make the 
enemy more happy. 

But they infringed the 
protocol signed 
priviously and put our leader in prison 
one more time. In the following days.a 
commission was established to solve 
the problem. At last despite the decision 
of the majority of the member of com¬ 


mission, they once again refused the 
decision and didn't give the money, arms 
and archives back to the organisation. 

In January 1993, despite the stop¬ 
ping of the Plotters, the problem had 
reached all members of the Devrimci 
Sol, All the cadres, militants, supporters 
defended the law, principles, tradition, 
cultural values and right of organisation 
and sentenced the making Coup.In this 
time, chiefs of the Coup published 306 
pages full of lies, deceit, demagogy and 
double standards. The book was sent all 
branches of the organisation. They let 
people into the organisations secret con¬ 
sciously. They wanted to expand through 
the country. 

In 16th January, All the cadres, 
militants, commanders of The Devrimci 
Sol from every region and branch of 
organisation published a declaration 
signed common in which calling unity. 
Besides this, they guarenteed that every 
kind of problem would be argued free. 

Coupers who couldn't fmd any 
place to come into Turkey and Europe 
went on to effort to cheat the people in 
order to get stronger. But, couping ended 
in failure. They answered the declaration 
bully political polarization, put in a claim 
for dividing organisation into two parts. 

This time, the Devrimci Sol de¬ 
clared 1st DECISION dated 3rd March 
1993. 

1st DECISION titled like "An Explana¬ 
tion and Warning" as following; 

From 13th September until to¬ 


day, the Plotters had refused every kind 
of offer problems by arguing in Cadres 
platform and attempt to strangth the 
Coup. 

For that reason; 


They were as fearful as to shoot 
down by using 23 bullet and as cruel 
as to put a comrade to torture... 


They let people into the 
organisations secret consciously. 
They wanted to expand all over the 
country. 
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Our leadership had 
been authorized by all 
menbers of the 
Devrimci Sol but the 
Coupers abused their 
strength and 
began to administer the 
organisation by 
telling lies. 

Coupers refused; 

1- Offers of solutions from the 
leadership of the Devrimci Sol 

2- Offers of high cadres invited for 
solving problem, 

3- Their own offer about deciding 
by having an answer in 15 days by the 
carrying of the problem to all cadres. 
Because, they had been sentenced in 
these piatforms. 

At this point, it was clearly under¬ 
stood that, they will not refuse to obey 
the decision of cadres about their judge¬ 
ment, They wanted the crisis to appear 
to get deeper for approxiametely 6 
months. 

We cannot let them any more, 
because, Counter-guerillas are in charge 
to divide or to eliminate our organisati¬ 
on. We gave an excellent example for 
Revolutionary Democracy to get together 
and to solve the problem by using ideo¬ 
logical, political and moral methods. At 
last, they had been sentenced by the 
cadres of the Devrimci Sol And the 
cadres -again- are in agree with the 
leadership about management 

Today, as matter of fact, the Au¬ 
thority of the Devrimci Sol became clear. 

1- The Plotters and their collabo¬ 
rators must stop their efforts immedi¬ 
ately to destroy the Devrimci Sol and 


2- Coupers must give back the 
money, arms, archives and legistres of 
the Devrimci Sol which are in their hands. 

3- Out of the authority of the 
Devrimci Sol, all the arguments must be 


cut off and no one do act freely, 

4- The collaborators of the Plot¬ 
ters must keep their hands off and stop 
collaborating, 

5- All the cadres who left their 
duty region must return. 

6- If the cadres and collaborators 
obey the rules, they will be kept under the 
control of the Devrimci Sol and be kept in 
security. In meeting, all conditions of 
freedom will be supplied. 

7- All those who don't obey these 
rules will be punished. For the profit of 
the organisation it's absolutely nessecary. 

8- Every kind of behaviour and 
action against the discipline and author¬ 
ity of movement which made the enemy 
stronger will be understood to mean guilt 
and be punished. 

After the issuing the decision, 
some and those who cheated criticized 
themselves and come back and joined 
organisations by pleading guilty. 

Plotters who couldn't understand 
Revolutionary Democracy and adapted 
themselves to the hard discipline of a 
war fare organisation, began to quarrel 
with each other.This time, they made 
war against each 
other. Chief of the Plot- 
terGang and guilty per¬ 
sons were murdered 
by police who had fol¬ 
lowed the happening 
carefully. 

In these days, 
our comrades also 
were killed by the po¬ 
lice anct more of them 
were arrested. Our arms, armaments, 
bullets, bases felt into the hands of the 
Oligarchy. The fighter and comrades of 
Armed Revolutionary Units who were 
took up no arms and no place to stay 
matyred. 

On the other hand, the members 
of the Plotter-Gang were escaping from 
Revolution, Justice and hiding in differend 
places. They took refuge with the Oppor¬ 
tunist Left to keep 
themselves from the 
Revolutionary Justice 
of people.They started 
to publish in their 
weekly or monthly re¬ 
views about "Quarrel 
Inside-Left" Opportun¬ 
ists established “Units" 
as far as impossible 
we hadn't shown be¬ 
fore in their history against the Devrimci 
Sol and made decision. After that, they 
wanted us to criticize ourselves and got 
us off from different platforms. At last 
they made barricade between revolu¬ 


tionaries and Couper Gang* Couper- 
Gang stayed in their home and their 
issues were published in their publishing 
house. Now, some of them still are on 
the same way. But some understood 
who was right and changed their mind. 

In the period, the Plotters began 
to attack to revolutionaries physically. 
They were living by escaping from Revo¬ 
lutionary Justice but going on to attack 
revolutionaries. Shooting, torture, kid¬ 
napping Money stolen from the organi¬ 
sation was being spend for different pur¬ 
pose, The organisations arms were be¬ 
ing used against the organisations fight¬ 
ers, 

In these case, all the command¬ 
ers, fighters, managers of the Devrimci 
Sol made a 2nd Decision on 7th June 
1993 and proclaimed. In the Dedsion,the 
Devrimci Sol were warning to the Plotter 
Chiefs for the last time and called them 
not to continue their guilties. 


As following: 

The Guilt of Coopers are as fol¬ 
lows; 


1. To establish a opposition group 
secret and make a coup. To arrest the 
leader of the Devrimci Sol and take over 
the administration, 

2. To leave the organisation with¬ 
out commander, to take over the admin¬ 
istration without cadres knowledge and 
without give anyone power, to decide on 
every subject 13th September 1992 and 
5th January 1993, 

3. To take over publishing and try 
to change the political and ideological 
perspective of the organisation. 

4- To take over ah the secret 
information and archives, leave secret 
open and use these secret to provoke the 
cadres against each other, to sabotage 
the organisation. 

5- To take over the archives, 
money, logistics, arms, armoments of 
the organisation. The cost of logistics, 
armaments, stores of arms, building and 
cash is about 34 Milliards TL 

6- To cause number of comrades 
to be killed and arrested, to originate 
physical and moral deficiency from 13th

7- To turn our logistics, relations 
amoting people, bases which setting up, 
physical power to profit.

9- To demoiarize the people and 
members of movement and try to de¬ 
stroy its tradition, principles and moral- 
ity. 

10- To tell lies, demagogy for profit, 
to accuse people. 

11- Not to obey the common dec¬ 
laration signed by all regions and 
commltees, cadres, commanders and 
fighters of the movement dated 16th 
January 93 and 1st DESICION dated 3rd 
March 1993. 

Not to answer calls for meeting, 
officially set for chiefs of the coup, dated 
3rd March 1993. 

Not to answer to calls written in 
different reviews again and again. 

12- Despite the authority of cad¬ 
res, to refuse it and attempts to partici¬ 
pate in the movement. 

13- To propagandize oriented by 
the ideology of enemy, to provoke the 
people againstthe leadership of the move¬ 
ment. 

14- To attack the revolutionaries, 
to take power and to make tortures, 
attack to assoziations, offices and homes, 
to try to kill revolutionaries, to help the 
enemy and to take refuge to Opportun¬ 
ism. 

15- To frighten the people by say¬ 
ing “Don't help and support the Devrimci 
So\\ 

16- To copy the name of our Cen¬ 
tral Publishing organ. 
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Th ese guilts are for everyone who 
organised the coup and still attempt to 
participate in our movement and sabo¬ 
tage. And all of them are guilty in the first 
place. 

THE LAST CALLING FOR 
CHIEFS OF THE COUP AND EVERY¬ 
ONE WHO ATTEMPT TO ELIMINATE 
AND SABOTAGE THE MOVEMENT! 

Everyone who refuges to justice 
of people in 3 DAYS, will be sentenced 
upon the principles of Revolutionary Jus¬ 
tice.

Although the time given, they 
didn't come back and began to attack to 
Imperalist and Oligarchy targets, pro¬ 
viding that their main target had been 
Imperialism and Oligarchy. They issued 
a review seemed as though Counter 
revolutionary review for propagandis¬ 
ing, They copied and used the name of 
our Central Organ for Publishing their 
purpose including ugly writing and lies. 

But the rule of war fare was going 
on despite everything. The Plotter Gang 
came under control of enemy and made 
common use written them. They began 
to organize common operation against 
revolutionaries, murdered our comrades. 
Than 60 comrades had been murdered 
or arrested in operations organized by 
MIT (National Organisation Of Intelli¬ 
gence) and Counter-Guerilla, 

At last, the police who under¬ 
stood that it was impossible to destroy 
the movement of the Devrimci Sol, ar¬ 
rested the plotters. If they didn’t, the 
Plotters Gang would be destroyed under 
the pressure of the Revolutionary Jus¬ 
tice of the People. In fact, the police 
wanted to protect them in prisons and 
tried to hide the proof of their collabora¬ 
tion from the people. 

Imperialism wants to eliminate 
social and national movements of lib¬ 
eration immediately or to keep them 
under control. Kidnap, massacres and 
murders are the main political steps and 
methods in this period. Destroying the 
leadership of movements is the second 
step. If you notice that the Devrimci Sol 
has been one of most dangerous organi¬ 
sations for Imperialism and Collabora¬ 
tors. It can be easily understood that 
these occurrences have no chance. Im¬ 


perialism is attacking the movements 
who deface the armed struggle for libera¬ 
tion. If elimination is impossible it prefers 
to force them to their knees and surren¬ 
der. The Devrimci Sol had refused to 
obey the Imperialist systems rules and 
had never tolerate to the betrayers. It 
defend the socialist principles and every 
condition, raise the armed struggle unin¬ 
terruptedly. When all the efforts of Impe¬ 
rialism and its collaborators had come 
failure, Because of this, they tried to 
destroy the movement by using the en¬ 
emy. 

"Second Man" in the Plotter Gang 
transgressed with a woman and ab¬ 
sconded With 650,000 DM stolen from 
the movement. The last one had nothing 
left but to go away. Eried for not sending 
to country. Now, the followers are in 
charge. They are in a row to steel the 
remains and to betray each other. 

After today, nothing will suprise 
us where the rule has been thlering, 
ruthlessness and disregard. 

Now, we are working hard to com¬ 
pensate for the physical and moral harm 
of the Plotter - Counter Guerilla Gang. 
Yes, they wanted to destroy our move¬ 
ment and hand in hand to eliminate our 
struggle. But, they couldn't be succesful. 
We set an excellent example of Revolu¬ 
tionary Democracy and Socialist Disci¬ 
pline to the people by being hand in hand 
with the leadership j cadres, militants, 
supporters in front of people's eyes. They 
couldn't bring us to our knees. The policy 
of betrayal and using in power were their

MOVEMENT AND TO SENTENCE THE COUP 


On September 13, 1992 a 
"coup 1 took place in our 
movement. The coupers took 
prisoner the leader of the 
Revolutionary Left through 
violence and assumed 
leadership of the organisation 
without infoming anyone. They 
stole all the money, archive and 
our arms of organisation. The 
Coupers refused all offers of our 
leadership to help solve the 
problems . They cheated the 
cadres of Devrimci Sol. 

In January 1993, the cadres 
decided to take measures to 
protect the movement and to 
punish the coupers. All cadres 
which had been informed of the 
coup, refused their authority and 
accused them of being guilty of 
trying to take over the 
organisation. 

On January 16, 

1993, Authorities of 
Regions, Committies, 
Commanders, Cadres 
and fighters issued a 
declaration as follows: 


COMRADES 

These days are the 
hardest days in our history. 

It’s impossible not to hear 
what is taking place. All effarts 
and tolarotes to protect our 
movement's ideological and 
political routa determined by 
cadres, to get rid of the coup 
happened in 13th of September 
unfortunately weren't of use for anything. 
We endeaovaured to keep our promise to 
our comrades as "we are in the previous 
day of Part/ 1 . But, the results were not 
advantageous for our organisation We 
didn't want to make our enemy happy 
and we resist the lies, demagogy and 
oppression patiently. But all our 
behouiours and thoughtswere understood 
to mean our "helplessness". 

At this stage, Coupers demanded 
to divide our organisation into two parts. 


We became a power by struggles in 18- 
19 years. And Devrimci Sol has been the 
hope, future and liberty of our people for 
15 years. And ,our people have regarded 
us as likewise, We are a worldwide' 
regarded Marxist-Leninists organisation 
We keep our word and defend our 
actions. 

The propaganda of “Socialism is 
dead and everything is finished" effected 
someone deeply who had no trust in 
revolution and named their solves as 
Matxsist-Lenimst or Communist. Agree¬ 
ments with Bourgeois, Leaving the arms 
and Taking shelter with enemy were the 
characteristic speciality of this period. 
Despite the negative developments with 
the world conjunctural situation and 
revisionist and reformist's front, we 
continued to wave the 



flag of socialism higher. We defended 
socialism and took actions against 
imperialism and Oligarchy. We raised 
our armed struggle up and directed the 
opposition. 

Naturally, these are not enough to 
describe our history. 

Our history begins with the 
physical ending of THKP/C (Liberation 


Party/Front of People of Turkey). We 
fought against fascism with armed 
struggle and eliminated the theory of 
provocation and reformist opinions. The 
history of Divrimci Sol is written and our 
history and our resistance continues 
uninterrupted in armed struggle, in 
prisons, in rural and in urban areas and in 
every part of the country. 

And now, we have an organisati¬ 
on which is known and acknowledged in 
Latin America, Middle East, Africa, Asia 
and Europe. 

Our friends have found beauty 
and wealth in our movement. 

We esteem our martyrs and will 
keep our promises to them by waving 
our flag higher and being victorious. 

COMRADES, 

Our movement which is our live, 
our past, present and future is in danger of 
beeing divided. 

We have endured difficultes. We 
have been seriously wounded and 
have suffered. But on each 
occasion we have faced the 
challenge and continued. 

Hundreds of our comrades 
were murdered and thousands 
were put in prison. In last 3 
operations many of our 
comrades died in fighting for 
the cause. The coup was most 
harmful to the organisation and 
its scares will be felt for a long 
time. It will be hard to clean the 
signs of the coup. Wemustshorten 
the period of pain. For this reason, 
we must condemn the ideology of the 
putschists and maintain disriplin within 
the organisation,

They 
stole all the possibilities of the 
organisation. Today, they are misleading 
the people and claiming that they are 
blameless. If we belive in this, then k the 
coup" will be easily justified. It means 
other coups will be free to take place and 
be legitimate and thereby will the political 
identification and purpose of the 
organisation lost. 

"Making a coup" is never be 
justified! 

To legitimize the “coup" is to 
refuse our political identity! 

Struggle against the "coup" is our 
political fight of honour. 

2. tn the history of our organisation, 

all problemes have been openly 
discussed. Because of this 

understanding, if there still exists 
questions to decisions, then these 
arguments will be further studied and 
discussed. All of them will be searched 
and argued. As a matter of fact, it’s 
necessary for our struggle and future. 
We'll consider objective criticisms to use 
to the organisations advantage. 


Everything concerning the future of our 
organisation will be exactly discussed. 
We do have several problems to solve. 

3. Everyone must adhere to the 
decisions made. The coupers must sign 
a statement renouncing their aim to divide

-p are issuing an explanation of 
Devrimci Sol Rural Guerilla Unit 
J of Dersim Ibrahim ERDOGAN, 
regarding the actions of Patriotic Move¬ 
ment in Dersim dated September 1993: 

The Revolutionary Movement 
takes Its power from the people. It takes 
root by itself and through its relations. If 
it does not, there will be no future for the 
movement 

It is important to have a reliable 
relationship between Revolutionaries and 
the people. If the leadership and method 
of struggle of the political perspective of 
Petty bourgeoisie are not successful, it 
do not follow that you can force the 
people into support. Such support and 
security is the resuit of our patient and 


strenuous activity. The petty-bourgeois 
Nationalist Movement has no patience. 
They are socialist in theory but there is 
a great contradiction between their words 
and their actions. In the final analysis, it 
is impossible not to make mistakes which 
prevent the unity of the people. Their 
actions are contradictory to the inter¬ 
ests of the people. Fighters, cadres and 
commanders hold the wrong-ideas and 
made great mistakes because of such 
erroneous organisation and ideas. 

It is our responsibility to warn our 
friends if their understanding of action is 
wrong. If we want to improve a brother¬ 
hood among the fighting forces of peo¬ 
ple, we must take account of criticism 
and warnings. 

The roots of National or Revolu¬ 


tionary Movements are morally and 
physically among the people on a class- 
consciousness basis. We never under¬ 
estimate this. The Kurdish people have 
been historically isolated from their iden¬ 
tity. All the working class in Turkey are 
faced with torture and the application , of 
fascism. It is clear that we must be 
selective in our patient effort to induce 
them to struggle. People must join us 
willingly. If we use harsh and crude meth¬ 
ods with people, they will say away from 
joining our organisations. The " dirty war" 
of counter- guerillas will grow stronger 
Everything will be seen clearly if 
we follow the right path to gain people. 

If we make people believe us, 
they will support us. They never take our 
identity into account They only want see 
our activity succeeding. The real prob¬ 
lem is to make a stable contact with 
them. We must teach people the politi¬ 
cal reality and win them over to join the 
struggle Also, we have to raise the level 
of struggle and be in mass work cease¬ 
lessly. On the other hand, an approach 
based upon simplification will not be 
comprehensible. Despite the repression, 
terror and torture of the Oligarchy, peo¬ 
ple balk at joining Revolutionary or Pro¬ 
gressive forces because of the wrong path 
followed by the National Movement, 

People must see their identity, 
interest, behaviour, habits, traditions, 
feelings, thoughts and classes power 
before them. In short, they must see them¬ 
selves in our personality and practice. 


"The only way In gainning 
people is to make them agree 
with our noughts or to comean 
agreement voluntarily... We 
must give an effort to tain and 
organize the people, 
ttmt, Oligarchy 
will get stronger and its dreams 
will come true... The masses 
must see theirsehres in our 
personality and practice." 


In the Region of Dersim, The 
Worker's Party Of Kurdistan (PKK) is 
making great mistake in relation to the 
people. They are applying the will of the 
Party/ Front by forcing the peasants. 
Their approach ignores other Revolu¬ 
tionary Movements which fight in the 
same Regions. They take people by sur¬ 
prise with their approach. People don’t 
know what has to be done. Tax is 
compulsory of, the law of Military Serv¬ 
ice is compulsory. The punishment of 
execution for anyone on Military Service, 
the punishment of their families if they 
join, the forcing of supporters of other 
movements to the same practical jobs, 
forcing people to perform the duties of 
citizenship,,..etc. Such approaches ef¬ 
fect the people and relations between 
fraternal movements. 

It is obvious by whom we are 
taxed. No one can defend the Military 
Services for the fascist forces of the 
Oligarchy. The only way to prevent it is to 
make them agree with our ideas and 
agree voluntarily. If we don’t make the 
effort to train and organise the people, 
we can't win them over. The PKK doesn't 
propagate it's thoughts, lifestyle or val¬ 
ues, It just use the name of martyrs and 
military power. 

A fraternal Revolutionary Power 
firstly applies their rules in the region in 
which they work and organise the peo¬ 
ple, Secondly, they must never ignore 
the authority of another movement. 
Thirdly, their rules must suit the benefit 
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of the people. If they just use "physical 
power", people will never come on to our 
side. The PKK must take account of 
other movements in Dersim which have 
fought for a long time. If not, the Oligar¬ 
chy will grow stronger and it’s dreams 
will be realised. 

The Oligarchy want to intimidate 
all people with massacres, terror and 
repression to keep them off to join the 
guerilla. 

The Oligarchy act to widen the 
' Dirty War* all over the country and want 
to throw people into a panic. People fear 
for their lives, But they don't know what 
to do because of the wrong path taken by 
PKK. The fundamental duty of fighting 
Revolutionary forces is to talk in a lan¬ 
guage the enemy understands, which 
includes all manner of armed struggle, 
and to do nothing detrimental to the 
people. If an unwelcome event occurs, 
they must criticise themselves and pay 
the cost of damage to the people. The 
aim of our path of action and our rela¬ 
tions with people must be clear. Their 
messages must be noticeable. Every¬ 
one (friends and enemies) must be no¬ 
tice the distinctiveness of our path and 
actions. If people ask: "Who did it?* or 
"What a confused action?" then the un¬ 
derstanding of justice will be damaged. 

If people support us willingly, the 
struggle will widen and victory will be in 
our hands. If we don't make an effort to 
win people, there will be no future for 
Revolutionary and National Movements. 
An Opposition of a Revolutionary and 
Democratic, National Liberation Movement 
provides a gleam of hope for our people. 

Historical, National and Religious 
differences between people are coming 
to an end . Unity must be our basic idea 
and purpose in this period. 

We don't have to make this mis¬ 
take. It's easy to take decisions with

people. Its important to advise people 
and to learn their thoughts and feelings. 
Our laws and rules are on behalf of the 
people. If we do this, there will be a 
stable contact between us. People don't 
stand with the National Movement be¬ 
cause of their mistake. People have the 
right to argue or refuse. The responsibil¬ 
ity of Revolutionary is to take them 
outside the propaganda of the Oligarchy 
and satisfy them to join the struggle. 

The level of class consciousness 
of the people of Dersim is higher then in 
other regions. It's not useful to turn 
against people because of their under¬ 
standing. The leadership of the PKK 
says: "Dersim must own ifs real identity 
and stand up". But It must be added that 
the factor of physical force can not be 
used. The people must support you will¬ 
ingly. In this point, the policy of keeping 
land without humans will grow strong. 


Marxist * Leninists are not visi¬ 
tors to Kurdistan. The PKK is raising it's 
struggle but using methods which in¬ 
clude the wrong path in the National 
War. They call Revolutionaries * Social 
Chauvinists", "Branch of Kemalism" or 
"Misaki- Millicf. These greatly prevent the 
brotherhood of popular organisations. 

Despite everything our organisa¬ 
tion will continue to make efforts to im¬ 
prove relations using "ideological" meth¬ 
ods. 

We shall never brook any quarrel 
between progressive and revolutionary 
organisations. People will never support 
rf they are forced into it by the "tax of 
necessity", "Military Service of neces¬ 
sity" etc. We can never direct them with 
orders and directions. If we do, everyone 
will panic become fearful and emigrate 
to other Regions, We must use methods 
of violence on the militarised and terror¬ 



ist forces of the Oligarchy and betrayers. 
The support of the people must be 
voluntary. 

It must be known that, if we don't 
make patient and strenuous efforts to 
win people over, no one will support us.

The activity of Counter-Guerillas 
in the shape of “Special Army and backed 
by the Pentagon is gaining momentum in 
Kurdistan and all over Turkey. 

The people of world know this 
type of organisations well. These organi¬ 
sations were formed with various types 
and names in the neo-colonialized coun¬ 
tries . 

"The Doctrine of National Secu¬ 
rity, was claimed that International Com¬ 
munism aimed at fatling(?) of society by 
internal methods. It was necesary to fight 
against this internal enemy by using all 
methods. Torture with scientific meth¬ 
ods, paramilitary gangs trained and con¬ 
nected to High Command of Armed 
Forces and killing the opposition of re¬ 
gime were the most important part of the 
Doctrine of National Security, (Guerilla 
Bilanco Cikariyor,P:16) 

Since I960, this attack doctrine 
was being developed by US imperialism 
Special army, etc, had been formed in 
most of the countries. High commission¬ 
ers, soldiers, officers and policeman were 
trained and rearmed with techniques of 
terror in the Academy of police in US and 
in training schools in Panama. 

These forces, which include 
exports of Counter-Guerillas called 
"Freedom Fighters" were an army of 



killers. 

These organisations came up first 
in "Scandal of Iran Gate,* and the terror 
policy of US became obviously. One of 
the killers "Commander O. North" had 
been a expert of counter-guerillas in the 
neo-colontzed countries as “adviser”. In 
1985, they organized operations at Uni¬ 
versities, churches against the actions of 


These "groups of experts" not 
only attack to people directly 
as external force but also col¬ 
laborate with internal forces to 
form as “army of killers”. No 
one has authority to ask about 
their activity and they have 
been a group of fascists and 
sadists. Their names were dif¬ 
ferent in various countries but 
the aim was the same. To 
eliminate social opposition and 
destroy revolutionaries. 



guerilla in Salvador, who plan to occupy 
Grenada, train the “Counters" in Nicara¬ 
gua. There are lots of example. 

There had been similar happen¬ 
ings in Turkey, Civil gangs of Counter- 
Guerilla had been formed as formal or 
semiformal since I960. Their previous 
names were “The Party of National Activ¬ 
ity (MHP), Associations of Struggle 
against Communism, Units of Ideal etc. 
After a time, the experts of Counter- 
Guerilla formed the "Department of 
Special War* and now with its name 
“The Commandership of Special 
Forces”. 

Nowadays, the Oligarchy needs 
to form these irregular groups of terror, 
because Irregular Forces are not able to 
prevent the social and national struggle 
of people. Prime Minister “Ciller 1 ' gave 
permission to all kinds of Counter-Gueril¬ 
la activities by saying: “Stop it If she 
didn't there will be no difference. u The 
Special Army" was formed as a part of the 
“New World Order". From now an, they 
wit! give an attack to “terrorists" with 
official forces. And, the Special Army will 
fight against Turkish and Kurdish people 
with the rules of imperialism, not the 
directions of “Ciller". 

In Peru, General Noel would apply 
a simple rule: (first of them was not to be 
a prisoner...) (Peru da Aydinlik Yol 
Deneyimi, P:II9) 

In Kurdistan the Chief of Counter- 
Guerilla, General Mete Sayar was apply¬ 
ing this simple rule. “Prisoner? No, kill 
everyone, I don't want you to bring them 
here alive". He was talking like this. Ge¬ 
neral Pamukoglu who is a Commander 
of the Counter-Guerilla had memorized 
his duty well. “I can't let my soldiers 
remove the corpses of guerilla” as the 
chiefs of counter-guerilla in Guatemala, 
Peru, El Salvador, Vietnam. The pieces 
of corpses had to be thrown everywhere 
like in Guatemala, 

“In year 1967.,, No one was fis¬ 
hing in region of Gulan. Because, there 
were many corpses in fishing lies. In the 
beach of the plaza, there were pieces of 
corpses. Many corpses were seen in the 
River “Motogua" 10 years ago. (Askin 
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ve Savasin Gunduz ve 
Geceleri. E. Goleano, 

P: 13) 

General 
Pamukoglu did the same 
in Kurdistan. There are 
were similarities between 
the “Activities of Chiefs 
of Counter-Guerilla” in 
different parts of the 
world. 

Counter-Gueril¬ 
las are also was in charge 
in the metropolises. Here 
in Istanbul the activities 
of N. Menzir, Menzir had 
no time to waste like 
other counter-guerilla, 
because his aim was to 
protect the security of 
the city against “terror¬ 
ists". 

But, ft was diffi¬ 
cult to be the head of 
Counter-guerilla of Istan¬ 
bul with a population 10 
millions. It was more dif¬ 
ficult than the others. In rural areas, you 
can throw the corpses everywhere you 
want. No one can see them. But in me¬ 
tropolises? He must try to hide the truth 
from people. Corpses must be hidden or 
everything must suit the “right or justice". 
Of course, there were rights, justice and 
order in our country. He seems to be 
placed to play his role. Because, he 
began to give speeches in conferences 
in US. 

Menzir, General Noel and others 
are fulfilling the plan of imperialism. Since 
17th of April 1993, there is no one alive 
who has been surrounded by police 
"Rambo* of Menzir. Because, his patrons 
ordered that there would be no one alive. 
First, they surrounded the house and 
killed the revolutionaries. After this , they 
announced “be yield" after massacres. 
No one is permitted to come in for 2-3 
hours after execution. In these hours, 
they organize everything according to 
their 'explanation". They put the corpses, 
arms, bombs in selected places. And the 
floor is being washed and dried. Firstly, 
the press is permitted to come in. After 
this, the head of counter-guerilla "Menzir" 
begins his show. He plays his role play¬ 
fully. Short time ago, 5 persons were 
killed like this in PERPA, 

Sao Paolo's Chief of Department 
Police in Brazil's says; “This is a war. If we 
don't want defeat, we must use the meth¬ 
ods of our enemy. We must eat them for 
breakfast if we don't want to be eaten for 
dinner. .(P:78) 

At the same time, Ozal was talk¬ 


ing : Tm saying openly, we will answer 
there with the methods they use. We'll 
talk in a language they understand,” 
Menzir also saying that they prom¬ 
ised to kill the terrorists who shot the 
police. 

Before the “Special Army” the ac¬ 
tivities of counter-guerilla were going on 
in Kurdistan. Governors were in change. 
For example, the governor of Agri was 
forcing peopte to arm; The governor of 
Elazig, was efforting to get spies among 
people, The Kurdish people was being 


Everyone who watched the film 
“Cry of Freedom” became angry 
with the Minister of South Af¬ 
rica. There was a great similar¬ 
ity between the minister in the 
film and the minister of Turkey 
“Ismet SEZGIN. A short time 
ago, the police had surrounded 
a base of urban guerillas in An¬ 
kara. He arrived there and gave 
an order of execution to chiefs 
of police by saying: “Have a 
happy execution.” All the revo¬ 
lutionaries were killed. 


forced to emigrate to other cities. The 
governor of Menzir was saying; AH the 
immigrants are members of organisa¬ 
tions”. The governor of Adana ; “We 
make a massacre at Halepce if it's neces¬ 
sary”. 

Here is the mind and activity of the 
Counter-Guerilla. All the houses of 
people had been shot and fired by coun¬ 
ter-guerrillas. Sezgin was saying to the 
wounded people “You supported the 
organisation of terror. We will not give 
you any house,” 

All the heads of Counter-Guerilla 
are the same all over the world, (South 
Africa, Turkey and Latin America) 

For example, its a great pleasure 
for counter-guerillas in Latin America to 
have a meal over the corpses of revolu¬ 
tionaries, And also, its a great pleasure 
for counter-guerilla in Turkey to eat eve¬ 
rything in refrigerator and shoot the 
corpses again after execution like the 
massacres of 17th April. It's a great pleas¬ 
ure for counter-guerillas to betake photo¬ 
graphs over the corpses of revolutionar¬ 
ies. 

The Oligarchy want to normalize 
their terrorist activities made by counter- 
guerilla and the "Special Army" in Kurdi¬ 
stan like Brazil. For example; In Brazil, 
the first “disappearance" was a scandal 
But in the fiftieth became as “normal”. It's 
like “execution" place in streets or homes, 
"Special Army" stands for eliminating the 
struggle of people and destroying the 
opposition. But, they will not be 
succesful.

It is well known that ail Hahts granted don't mean “ freedom Real freedom 
will be in our hands if we fight against Imperialism and our approach is based 
on the working class's profits. We must trust in our own power and make no 
attempt to make an agreement with Imperialism. 


The Turkish Prime Minister Tansu 
Ciller expressed that they would have a 
similar approach to the model of Basque 
in her participation in Council of Europe. 
It caused hard discussions. The voice of 
people who had said that it was louder 
than the others. At last, Ciller retracted 
her statements expressed before. 

Yes, the Oligarchy was search¬ 
ing some way out. But nothing has 
changed. Firstly, when Ozal was Prime 
Minister he had spoken of the 11 limited 
autonomy and freedom for every kind of 
Discussions about the Kurdish Matter. 
But, he couldn't go forward because of 
the reactions of their own party and 
army. Ozafs thoughts aimed at hinder¬ 
ing the participation of masses in Gue¬ 
rilla Forces. According to his opinion, 
when guerilla forces were limited, it would 
be possible to destroy wholly by military 
operation or guerilla would be forces to 
come to an agreement with State Powers. 

Some were claiming that Cul¬ 
tural Autonomy would strengthen the 
guerilla movement and bring advan¬ 
tages. They insisted that it 
would be dangerous to grant 
cultural autonomy before de¬ 
stroying the military powers of 
the guerillas. The real purpose 
of Ozal was to eliminate and 
destroy the struggle of Kurdish 
people by reformist methods. 

It's impossible to realize it as 
his“ own * opinion. On the con¬ 
trary this i$ the idea of an Impe¬ 
rialist 

And, this opinion and 
policy are forgotten after a time. 

But, as time went by, the 
National crisis appeared to get 
deeper because of the " Civil 
War 44 in the Country. People 
were suffering under extremely 
poor conditions and poverty and 
helplessness were continuing widely. 
And, sometimes they insisted on refus¬ 


ing a military solution. But the purpose 
was the some: Destruction of Struggle. 

The Central Government in Spain 
had declared three kinds of prevention 
against the Nationalist Organisation “ 
ETA " in the Basque Region. The first 
was to control the borders with France 
and collaborate with the French Govern¬ 
ment. The second was to make an agree¬ 
ment among ail the members of parlia¬ 
ment in order to put oppressive laws into 
force. The last one was to national 
autonomy, According to the decision, in 
the Basque Region. Rights of education, 
language, schools would be free and 
their parliament would determine in every 
area expect defence, foreign policy and 
the economy. What a free country! As a 
matter of fact, the monopolies were guar¬ 
anteeing their sovereignty in political life 
and the economy, 

The Basque Model affected the 
ETA deeply and people left It. Because 
their outlook was based on Nationalism 
not a class approach. 

Tansu Ciller wants to kick the 


It's well known that all rights 
granted don't mean 41 freedom “. Real 
freedom will be in our hands if we fight 
against Imperialism and our approach is 
based on the working class's profits. We 
must trust in our own power and make no 
attempt to make an agreement with 
Imperialism. 

On the other hand, Demirel an¬ 
nounced that he did not have the same 
idea as Ciller In his speech: “ The Motto 
of the South East is a matter of on 
approaches effort security forces mor¬ 
ally in negative who fight against the 
armed men in the mountains u Demirel 
insisted on continuing the previous poli¬ 
cies of the state against Kurdish people. 
The Amount of money blockaded 
for rearming preparation and service is 
gradually increasing. There has been 
forming the " Special Army 41 . The army 
Is being drilled professionally. Fascist 
state has rearming the clans which sup¬ 
port the state. They provoked Turkish 
people against the Kurdish people . At a 
result, the state made an effort to keep 
their sovereignty at any price. 
This means that the bloody Civil 
War will continue for a long 
time. Tansu Ciller didn't see 
the point of discussing against 
the policies of Ozal supported 
by Imperialism. This means 
that at no time will we hear any 
kind of voice like" reform". But, 
it must not be forgotten that the 
Oligarchy has no power and 
possibility to give. Everything 
expressed before is a dema¬ 
gogy. There is no choice and 
hope for our people except to 
fight 

The State only de¬ 
mands to destroy the struggle 
of people. They strengthen lo¬ 
cal administrations. But, no ef¬ 
fort can hinder their helplessness. The 
crisis is getting deeper. 


Some were claiming that Cultural Autonomy 
would strengthen the guerilla movement and 
bring advantages. They insisted that it 
would be dangerous tn grant cultural 
autonomy before destroying the military 
powers of the guerillas. The real purpose 
of Ozal was to eliminate and destroy the 
struggle of Kurdish people by reformist 
methods. It's impossible to realize it as his 
“ own “ opinion. On the contrary this is the 
idea of an Imperialist.

OUR ARMED REVOLUTIONARY UNITS ARE CARRYING ON THE STRUGGLE 
WIDE SPREAD IN CITIES AND COUNTSIDE 



Our Armed Revolutionary Units, 
which were embryos of the Guerilla 
Army, have been reformed foe the task 
of reorganizing and making a break 
through following the freedom action (es¬ 
cape from prison) of Leadership of the 
Revolutionary Movement. 

From the beginning of 1990, 
Armed Revolutionary Units (SDB) includ¬ 
ing cadres who were on duty for broader 
and more practical aims, executed the 
function of urban guerillas. They took 
action against the tortures and murder¬ 
ers of the Juntas of 12th March and 12th 
September and punished them for their 
crimes. In 1.5 years, many chiefs of 
torture and enemies of the people who 
were on duty in the Army, police stations 
fascist courts had been punished. Before 
the Counter - Revolution, actions against 
the tortures and enemy of people threw 
them into a panic. They went in fear of 
their life. On the contrary, actions in 
response to their massacres, put the 
peoples trust justice of Devrimci SoL 
After a short time, fighting with the under¬ 
standing of Revolutionary Justice led to 
the forming of militants in every region. 
And also, the Armed Units set the best 
example of Revolutionary International¬ 
ism by organizing Revolutionary Vio¬ 
lence actions against the agents, man¬ 
agers and establishments of imperialist 
Powers in the period of the US attack 
upon the people of Iraq in Gulf War 

tn the police operation of 12th 
July 1991 t 12 Revolutionaries had been 
murdered including our members, fight¬ 
ers and especially our Leader Cadres , 
Niyazi AYDIN and Ibrahim ERDOGAN . 
But, as we had declared, we carried on 
our actions more widely and strongly. In 
1991, our first Rural Guerilla Units were 
formed in the mountains of the Black- 
sea Region and Kurdistan. This was the 
2nd stage in our struggle against Oligar¬ 
chy and Imperialism 

The Urban Armed Revolutionary 
Units actions got stronger and carried on 
widely. The Central office of the Counter- 
Guerilla of Istanbul was bombed (In 
Gayrettepe, The Department of Political 
Police) .The chiefs of police went in fear 
of their life. It was a serious warning for 
the enemy where we placed some 
bombs-ready to explode-under the Swiss 
Hotel in which The President, Ministers, 
Generals, Chiefs of police and great busi¬ 


nessmen went for wedding party. These 
actions show the capability and possi¬ 
bilities of a “People's movement* The 
bombs weren't exploited by us. Because, 
there were many workers, labourers and 
innocent people in the Hotel, But, we 
sent the plan of the places of the bombs. 
Destroying the Oligarchy's Counter-Gue¬ 
rillas one by one and supplying Revolu¬ 
tionary Justice in Kurdistan, affected 
our people deeply and our people began 
to support us. Our trust worthiness turned 
into the support of the people. 

The Revolutionary Movement 
which, had gained the support of people 
started the 3rd stage of warfare. The 
panicky enemy continued to kilt Revolu¬ 
tionaries, On 16 - 17th of April 1992, 11 
comrades were killed by the police in an 
operation, 3 of them were our leader 
cadres. Sabahat KARATAS, Sinan 
KUKUL { members of the Central Com¬ 
mittee) and A. Fazil Erciiment OZDEMIR. 
Sabahat KARATAS and two comrades 
resisted against the attack of the police by 
shooting for 6 hours and waved the 
Devrimci Sol flag from the window of the 
surrounded base. In Adana, 3 fighters of 
Armed Revolutionary Units wrote their 
organisation's name in blood on the wall 
of base before dying. Perihan -18 years 
old - Murat GClL, Halil ATE§ were fighters 
and commanders of Armed Revolution¬ 
ary Units. 

They were killed by police but 
they resisted at any price for a long time 
to protect their fighters. 12 members of 




Rural - Guerilla Units of Dersim were 
killed because of the Plotter - Traitor 
gang. And also 3 commanders of Armed 
Revolutionary Units-lbrahim Y. Ankan, 
Recat Dinger, Avni Turan- were killed 
while unarmed. Many fighters of Armed 
Revolutionary Units-a countless number- 
from male-female, young-old, worker- 
peasant, student, housewife, civil-serv¬ 
ants, intellectual fought against the en¬ 
emy in the country side and city for the 
liberation of our people. Resistance 
and defending our ideas in every kind of 
condition become the character of the 
fighters of Devrimci Sol. 

THE PLOTTING OF THE ENEMY 

WITHIN AND OUR ARMED 

REVOLUTIONARY UNITS 

On 13th of September 1992, a 
member of the plotter-traitor gang took 
the Leader of Devrimci Sol prisoner. 
They sullied our history and traditions. 
They stole all our possessions (arms, 
armaments, cash, archives etc.). They 
directed the organisation by cheating 
cadres for 3 months. In this period, Ur¬ 
ban Armed Revolutionary Units were 
arrested, In Rural Guerilla Units of the 
Aegean and Black-Sea Regions, two 
fighters were killed by counter-guerilla 
forces. A number of them were arrested 
They gang brought much harm upon our 
organisation. But, everything became 
dear, they couldn't take shelter with the 
justice of people. They attacked Revolu¬ 
tionaries. But, they came face to face 
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with the great resistance of the cadres 
and the masses which is seen rarely in 
the world. At last, the chief of the Plotter 
gang got away with money stolen from 
the Revolutionary Movement. 

Rural Guerilla Units and Com- 
mand-erships of Regions repudiated the 
coup when they had heard of it. They 
played a great role in sentencing of the 
coup and coupers But, 2 commanders 
who had come to Istanbul from the 
Aegean and Black-Sea Region were 
martyred in gang fight Despite being 
unarmed and without ammunition, our 
Rural Guerilla Units fought united re¬ 
peatedly. Many people from the Region 
of Dersim and Black-Sea, joined the 
Guerilla Units willingly. 

Despite the heavy loss, the Urban 
Armed Revolutionary Units were re¬ 
formed and began to fight against the 
enemy of people. 

The activities of the Rural and 
Urban Armed Revolutionary Units since 
April are as following: 

- The fighters of Armed Revolu¬ 
tionary Units organized an attack upon a 
police squad car in remembrance of our 
martyrs between 30th March and 17th 
April. 2 torturers were executed for those 
crimes. 6 policeman were slightly 
wounded . Because of the difficult condi¬ 
tions, 3 fighters of units of Hamiyet 
YILDIZ were martyred on 30th April, And 
also, a fighter was taken prisoner. 

- One of our Rural - Guerilla Units 
attacked a Gendarme Station in AkcapF 
nar, Cemiskezek with rockets because of 
the week in remembrance of Martyrs on 
18th April 1993. The station was destroyed 
heavily and many of tortures were pun¬ 
ished for their massacres. After frie attack, 
the Guerillas returned their bases securely, 

- “ Veit POLAT 41 who had been an 
informer paid the penalty of his crimes 


by death. He was questions for 5 days 
and executed by one of a team of Gue¬ 
rilla on 3rd May 1993 near the grave of 
our martyr 11 Ali Huseyin AVCI ", 

- A collaborator - informer named 
Hasan AGUCANOGLU responsible for 
the massacre of Dersim (12 fighters had 
been murdered by Counter - Guerillas ) 
was sentenced to death and his punish¬ 
ment of Death was executed by the 
Platoon of Nurettin GULER belonging the 
Commandership of Rural Armed Revolu¬ 
tionary Units of Ibrahim ERDOGAN. 

- Guerillas of Devrimd Sol fired 
at the station of Amutka and left a flag of 
Devrimci SoL The action was organized 
in remembrance of Vehbi MELEK and 
fighters who had been murdered by 
police last year in ANKARA. Guerillas 
returned without loss and securely. 

- The torturer -fascist watchman 
Omer SEKER was executed by our fight¬ 
ers in response to the killing of our 
comrades 41 Tarik KOCOGLU and 
Mustafa SEFER in Toros Mountains. 

- A team of Rural Guerillas was 
ambushed by Counter - Guerillas. After 
a gun battle many of Counter - Guerilla 
forces were seriously injured or died. 

- The Platoon of Mustafa SEFER 
* opened fire at the power of the enemy 
with rockets who prepared to ambush 
the revolutionaries in Hozat on 18th Au¬ 
gust 1983. It's not exact but 8 persons 
from“ Special Team “ and soldiers were 
executed. 

- And agent of MIT (National Es¬ 
tablishment of Intelligence) Recep SILO 
responsive for the massacre of 17th 
April 1992 at first hand (12 members of 
Devrimci Sol were killed in Istanbul) had 
his account paid by the bullets of our 
fighters of the Armed Revolutionary 
Units of Istanbul on 25th of August 1993. 
And also, the policeman Cemai SEN EL 


was punished by death in Istanbul 27th 
August Both actions were organized in 
remembrance of Baki ERDOGAN who 
was under the authority of Aegean 
Region and was killed in torture, 

- Colonel Faruk CELEBIOGLU 
who was responsible for the tortures 
during the junta of 12 March and also the 
previous Central Commander of Ankara 
were punished by the fighters of Dev¬ 
rimci Sol on 14th September. 

- The Retired General OZGOC- 
MEN who was the previous Commander 
of 1st Army in Istanbul was punished by 
fighters from Devrimci Sol on 10th Sep¬ 
tember to protest the assassination to 
M eh met S INCAR who was the representa¬ 
tive of Party of Democracy (DEP) and 
killed by Counter - Guerillas in Batman. 

MILITIAS REPRESENT THE 

JUSTICE AND ANGER OF 

PEOPLE 

People's Militias of Devrimci Sol 
have been formed since the beginning of 
August 1991. Today, all the Regions 
(Workers, youth, districts, fields, sec¬ 
tions) have their own militias. Militias are 
local and semi-military organisations. 
They aim at neutralizing or destroying 
the official or unofficial fascist-terrorist- 
oppressive establishment, collaborators, 
informers, spy circle, reactionary or¬ 
ganisations who attempt to hinder the 
Liberation of our people. 

The activities of Militias Material¬ 
ized In The Last Period Are as following: 

- The Militias of Mersin opened 
running fire at the two policemen who 
were on duty in front of the Provincial 
Ministry building of ANAP (Motherland 
Party) in payment for murdering of Ali 
TARIK KOCOGLU who had been a politi¬ 
cal authority of Mediterranean Region 
and Mustafa SEFER commander of the 
Rural Guerilla Units in the same Region. 

- Gaziantep Association of National 
Youth (fascist organisation) was bombed 
and mostly destroyed by militias. They had 
been a great effect on the people, 

- Militias bombed the stores of 
factories-Trabzon Yumru Fisko Birlik 
and Rize Dosan Tea-in protest of mini¬ 
mizing the prices, exploitation of peas¬ 
ants and sporting small productive forces. 

- Militias hung countless of ban¬ 
ners in the cities of Ankara, Adana and 
Istanbul in order to protest against the 
massacre of 4 fighters of Devrimd Sol in 
Ankara-Balgat and Istanbul-Haskoy. 

Besides, militias of workers con¬ 
tinued their actions in the big labouring 
cities-lstanbul, Zonguldak, Adana, 
Mersin. They supported and preserved the 
resistance and strikes of the workers.

The speaker was Ernesto Che 
Guevara with his uniform defending the 
liberation struggle of world peoples 
against Imperialism. 

8th of October 1967, Bolivia, he 
had been taken into detention by the 
troops of Military Government of Bolivia 
The little guerilla unit ambushed by Gov¬ 
ernments forces was in the command of 
Che. He was questioned by torture but 
he answered them with their language 
and resisted during questioning. They 
exhibited a great courage and had cho¬ 
sen to be a part of people, oppressed and 
exploited. At last, he was killed by the 
directives of the dictator of Bolivia, 
Barrentos and CiA experts after one day 
on 9th of October, 1967. 

Imperialism and its collaborators 
had been aiming at liquidating the libera¬ 
tion movements of people all over the 
world and the organisations influenced 
by the Cuba Revolution. But, Castro was 
speaking to hundreds of thousands of 
people in the Square of Revolution, Ha¬ 
vana on 18th October, 1967 as follows: 

“ Those who imagine to be victo¬ 
rious cheat themselves. He was a great 
tactician of guerilla warfare. This event 
is not the end of his ideas, tactics and the 
theory of guerilla \ 

Some who have been provided 
with weaknesses of Petty - Bourgeois, 
accused him of being " adventurer 
Castro in introduction of the book titled w 
The Dairy of Bolivia 1 said " It is easy to 
make pretence of fighting in every condh 
tion and in every place but in point of 
fact, this is not the route freedom". 

" Che couldn't see the results of 
his ideas getting stronger day by day. It 
is not at all surprising that everyone who 
criticize his opinions betrayed the libera¬ 
tion of the people and live in the US 


sphere of influence." 

Castro was right. His opinions 
and the flag of Internationalism was be¬ 
ing carried throughout the worid and its 
flag was being waved all over the world. 
He had become a fabled hero after his 
death. The peoples of world and the 
oppressed nations were in full cry with 
his slogan “Two, three,... more Vietnam" 
over the years. He become the immortal 
leader of all guerillas who fight for inde¬ 
pendence, Democracy and Socialism.

of the people who have no arms and 
power. The Guerilla struggle is one type 
of the kinds of mass struggle." 

“There is no choice expect to fight 
with this understanding. In the begin¬ 
ning, ft will be hard and full of difficulties 
All the oppressive forces will attack bar¬ 
barously. Our first task is to be alive for 
a time. And after that, Armed Propa¬ 
ganda is the second stage, with the 
support of the masses. At the last stage, 
it will be clearly seen and realized that a 
Guerilla, armed with the support of the 
masses cannot be defected." 

His ideas are of great importance 
for all people today in the period of 
counter revolutions which were held by 
revisionist, reformist traitors, collabora¬ 
tors of Imperialism who had no trust in 
the revolution and the liberation of peo¬ 
ples. It’s necessary to remember his 
saying in this moment: 

“ We can not say anythingabout 
the future but we must say that, the 
future will be in our hands if we trust in our 
power and don't try to make agreements 
with Imperialism."

This is an hon¬ 
ourable thing to be under the flag of 
countries which fight against Imperial¬ 
ism without a definition of the National¬ 
ity. (American, Asian, African or Euro¬ 


pean etc.) For that reason, it can be said 
that the liberation of a nation is a step 
towards another nations liberation." 

Che represented the Internation¬ 
alist identity. If he has become a fabled 
hero, it is because of his insistence on 
armed struggle and brotherhood of the 
labouring peoples of the world. 

Che knew that every revolution 
would be a part of the Worid Proletarian 
Revolution. And also, he knew that every 
kind of effort or armed struggle would 
effect another. 

Che was born in Argentina and he 
had became one of the leaders of Cuba. 
He represented Cuba in the world for 
years. But he returned to Bolivia and 
began from the beginning. 

“Proletarian Internationalism is 
task and also a necessity for us. We 
educate our people accordingly." 

Cuba, as an excellent example of 
Internat-ionaii against Imperialism, 
nowadays creates generations which are 
provided with a feeling of a brotherhood 
of oppressed people.

sure when he left Cuba in 1965. Be¬ 
cause, the new form of state was taking 
shape in Cuba. They were making a 
strong effort to create people who inter¬ 
nal ise revolutionary behaviour and who 
are loyal to their tradition. There had 
been forming a Communist Party which 
would play a revolutionary leading role 
to the masses as a Revolutionary Pio¬ 
neers, They had been creating the new 
human being and the new generations. 
Che had known that Building Socialism 
was not only a economic process but 
also creating of a new human being and 
moral victory. Che said: “We must strive to 
create the new Socialist human being." 
After a short time, thousands of people 
began to join the Socialist struggle in 
different countries (Vietnam, Cambodia, 
Angola, Grenada, Nicaragua) voluntarily. 
The slogan of Cuban Youth was simple; 

“Let's be as new a human being 
as Che.“ 

If we believe in revolution and 
socialism: we must be as fighter as Che, 
as Internationalist as Che, and as new 
human being as Che. 
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Fascism showed it is ugly face 
of torture, massacres, oppressions, 
restrictions and prisons against the 
Turkish and Kurdish people during 
1993. The Revolutionary Struggle is 
continuing in urban and country side 
on the basis of the Guerilla War Be¬ 
sides this, the platform of Rights and 
Freedoms endeavours to raise the 
struggle for human rights. The plat¬ 
form Including all Democratic or¬ 
ganisations revolutionary Powers, 
organized countless of demonstra¬ 
tions, exhibitions, congresses despite 
the lack of Political Power.

LIVING AND WRITING A WARFARE 

“Who takes an interest in the 
people killed and bullets passing on 
around us instead of running hard with 
great pleasure? Is it hard to get the fruits 
at the last victory door without thinking 
who will be alive? No it's not hard but 
easier than you suspect. “* 13 

Yes, it is easy. It is easy if you are 
far away the reality of warfare. The real¬ 
ity of warfare comes true when we are 
injured by bullets. Suddenly, one we 
knew is shot down. We begin to lose 
count of martyrs, three, five, ten A 
bomb explodes in the middle of one of 
our bases. If we take a further step, you 
notice that you are in the middle of 
warfare, ft is the time of being in golden 
dear of Victory. A Petty - bourgeois gets 
confused because of fear of warfare and 
goes in fear of his life. This is the differ¬ 
ence of living in warfare and understand¬ 
ing the reality of warfare in theory, 

“THE REALITY OF WARFARE 4 IS NOT 
A THEORETICAL STATEMENT BUT 
IT'S THE REALITY OF LIFE AND 
STRUGGLE 

The statement of “Reality of war¬ 
fare “ was used often when the new 
period had began in our organisation. 
We began to speech or write by saying 
41 we are in warfare “. But did we have a 
mind to understand the "reality of war¬ 
fare “ in'the organisation? We can't 
easily answer, “ yes “ , Because, to 
understand warfare is not the same as 
living in warfare. In the Decision of March 
1990, we said that decisions will serve 
as the reality of warfare. Living In war¬ 
fare means to feel it like fighting. After 
that we described the period as * the 
period of warfare *. It was our main duty 
to explain the reality to cadres and to get 
them to fighters quality. 

Theoretically, we talked and wrote 
about it much. Everyone had understood 
what we said and the face of it. They 
reported their conditions. But in practice, 
we faced to many ignoring of principles, 
rules, laziness, important problems. 

Yes, the period was the period of 
warfare. But our cadres couldn’t under¬ 
stand the necessities of it in practice. In 
addition, some who understood the 
reality, began to make it's rule, a policy 
to resist it. 

We understand the reality of war¬ 
fare with our martyrs. In summary, the 
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reality of warfare was the disappear¬ 
ances, massacres, the savagery of strug¬ 
gle and terror with enemy. The meaning 
of reality of warfare in our organisation 
became "cumulating and making a coup". 

Our main aim is to come to power 
by armed struggle. Academic, Eco¬ 
nomic and Democratic Struggle depend 
on the armed Struggle. Because of this, 
our existence, getting strong are up to 
fight uninterruptedly. Our people wilt 
believe us and we'll resist on attack of 
the Oligarchy by this route. There is no 
another way to resist an attack of Oligar¬ 
chy except this. And our people will believe 
us if we are on way of raising up the 
warfare. If we agree with it we must follow 
the procedure and what is necessary. 

In these circumstances, with the 
warfare widespread, the number of 
deaths, and prisoners will be larger day 
by day. Ifs impossible to resist it. But our 
main task is to raise up the war despite 
the difficulties and the minimize its harms. 
Despite everything raising up the war,.. 
This is the meaning of reality of warfare. 
If we put into practice this understand¬ 
ing, there will be no way but success. 

After every operation of the Oli¬ 
garchy to our Revolutionary Movement, 
same began to ask where we are going, 
what is happening, what a big loss or we 
are the door of a disaster etc. In fact, 
these are the evidences of not under¬ 
standing the reality of warfare. If we 
come into power by Revolutionary Vio¬ 
lence, we must be ready to meet these 
results (massacres, torture, repression). 
For example, saying "shock, panic" after 
the massacre of 12th July 1991, is con¬ 
trary to Devrimci Sol s understanding. 
Why did we describe it as a war or what 
did we mean by saying “the costs of this 
war savage?" 

Are they just for agitating or tak¬ 
ing pleasure in? We spoke that Oligar¬ 
chy had declared war and we obeyed it. 
This was our difference from Left Move¬ 
ments. is if just a difference of saying? 
To answer all the questions goes to show 
our approach and condition about the 
warfare. 

We as a movement, setup our 
bases in late 1989 and began to fight 
with armed units. For a long time, ac¬ 
tions were successful and there were no 
“losses" in action. We became an image 
of success. But, thinking that everything 
will be okay every time in every action 


was a great mistake. If we claim to come 
into power by Revolutionary Violence, 
united with the organized power of peo¬ 
ple, there will certainly be “loss". It's 
obvious for a movement which had po¬ 
litical and military organizations to get 
rid of the ruling classes, there will be 
martyrs, death etc. 

There are two sides in war. And 
the reality of war says that one of them 
will obey the others rules. “Obeying" has 
a meaning of “violence”. "Warfare is a 
violent action that forces another side to 
obey the rules/* 23 And also its obvious 
that violence is valid for every second of 
the period, 

“Warfare is a violent action and 
there is no limit to violence. Every side 
demands to face another side to obey 
the rules. For this reason, it's necessary 
to obey the rules of warfare."^ 

No one must play on words, Eve¬ 
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ryone must give full play to the rules of 
warfare. Its impossible to be “independ¬ 
ent in warfare. You will do either what is 
necessary or obey the rules of the other 
side. You must take sides with one of 
them. 

ft's true that every application of 
today order is the result of their helpless- 
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WARFARE AND LAWS OF WARFARE 


ness. But, it doesn't mean that we will 
make little of the power and many will 
end in failure in a short time. On the 
contrary, the enemy will fight to the death 
and resist to our attacks. The history of 
class conflicts proves it ail the more. 

Lets bok at the policy of the state. 
The state and government go on policy 
about massacres of people despite the 
risks of being contrast to the people. 
That is, they turn a risk but they do 
violence to people to yield till the end. 
Oligarchy knows what is necessary and 
useful for it's profits. And also knows that 
violence to keep the power. 

Being is in the war means to 
understand these events and reality and 
be ready to the difficulties of warfare. If 
we say “ we are fighting” we have to do 
the necessary. We are under necessities 
of warfare. The Petty-Bourgeoisie in the 
poem of Nazim are in the sea but take no

notice of sea. Everything is gain on till he 
wakes up.

AN ORGANISATION OF WARFARE 

"War is a serious task for the 
serious purpose". w Yes f war is a task. 


lt F s necessary to fight for Revolutionary 
Popular Power by changing the posi¬ 
tions of social classes. At last we'll es¬ 
tablish classless country. The main task 
to fight is to establish an organisation of 
warfare. 

The main element of Revolution¬ 
ary Practice is 'an organisation". To¬ 
day's conditions proved that its impossi¬ 
ble to come into power by using peaceful 
methods. To organize the people by 
classical masswork for a long time and 
direct them towards ruling classes are 
not today method for our country. For 
this reason, we mention about the orga¬ 
nisation of warfare, not any organisation 
since the beginning. 

This is an organisation that is 
ready to fight against Oligarchy's politi¬ 
cal, ideological and military attacks. For, 
if a war begin , it goes till one of them 
yield to another. And a strong leadership 
and a strong power are necessary. 

To make people come to our front 
and to flow them into our Revolutionary 
and Military organisation depend on our 
power and sureness. They are sure if you 
insist upon struggle uninterruptedly. For 
this reason, from the beginning of pe¬ 
riod, we want to establish a organisation 
which fight in every condition. We took 
steps and formed an underground es¬ 
tablishments of a fighting organisation. 

Our organisation of warfare 
doesn't look like the organisation's of 
which Revisionist's and Opportunist's 
establish. “RSDIP “(Social Democrat 
Worker's Party of Russia) also was the 
organisation of warfare. But this saying 
doesn't explain everything. Neither the 
war in which people fight is a popular war 
nor an organisation which make struggle 
is an organisation of warfare. The ones 
who copy the strategy of foreign Com¬ 
munist Party and do nothing except say¬ 
ing It's living, it's fighting" have no rela¬ 
tion with the organisation of warfare. 
They refer the unarmed war. At last, 
naturally no result to organize the 
masses, no war to harm to enemy. 
Ruling classes arm continuously against 
the working classes and militarised all 
the mechanism of state establishments. 
They will never leave the power voluntar¬ 
ily and the people will pay the bill of war 
and arming. To eliminate the mecha¬ 
nism, working classes must be armed 
andform their own armed powers. Armed 
struggle of people is just absolutely vital 


help. Everyone who think on the con¬ 
trary, cheat itself or has no problem to 
came into Power. Every organisation who 
claim to got power must be armed and be 
a military power. Counter-Revolutionary 
powers desire to eliminate the struggle of 
people with massacres, oppressing and 
arresting. They refuse the reformist of¬ 
fers. Naturally, this war must take shape 
as Revolutionary Civil War. 

Reformist methods will never an¬ 
swer the needs of struggle. 

Today, everyone is on agree with 
an mind that Oligarchy not only fight 
against people with massacres, murders 
in military subject, but also they are in 
physical war in of saying lie and dema¬ 
gogy. These are written in reviews of 
even group. Now, if you say the some, 
there must be just one way: FIGHTING 

But, they are for away fighting 
and arming. Here is the difference of our 
organisation. We say everything to answer 
the needs of dass struggle and to solve the 
daily and strategic problem of it 

The military character of an or¬ 
ganisation undoubtedly is just for some 
punishment and security. It is purpose is 
beyond of establishment M Special pro¬ 
fessional teams." The main problem is to 
organize the armed popular struggle 
against the oppressive mechanism of 
Oligarchy and to turn the power to mili¬ 
tary organisations like “Army “ and “Front" 

. We went to spread the armed struggle 
all over the country. Because, Armed 
actions make Oligarchy to be hard 
pressed to, proves their weakness and 
effect their cadres in negative. But it's 
not the last strike. If we armed the masses 
and deepen the crisis, Oligarchy will fell 
down, 

Undoubtedly, only the political and 
military quality of organisation can't iden¬ 
tify ft's character. Having a fighter spirit 
in every branch of organisation is impor¬ 
tant It's for everyone who fights of Fas¬ 
cism, 

A fighter spirit who contains all 
the revolutionary sides and joined peo¬ 
ple to armed struggle for a common 
purpose... These two aim are of move¬ 
ments main understanding. 

In period of backing this perspec¬ 
tive was ignored particularly but after a 
short time , every member of organisati¬ 
on criticize theirselve. A new period was 
stated. All the branch , all the organisa¬ 
tions of our movement were taken shape 
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again. Armed Revolutionary Units and 
militias were formed as fundamental 
units of Army, Our main target is to 
establish t tie Popular Army in every re¬ 
gion of our country. By urban and rural 
guerilla. 

From a point of warfare. Fighters 
of Devrimci Sol , urban and rural guerilla 
groups will fight against enemy will de¬ 
stroy the enemy. We must refuse the 
understanding of keeping fighters in per¬ 
fect security because it wall at last pre¬ 
vent reflections against enemy, 

Its necessary to produce new 
tactics to look at the position of organisa¬ 
tion and make professional in every pe¬ 
riod. Because, different periods have 
different necessities. The stage of politi¬ 
cal and military organisation of THKP-C 
(Liberation Party /Front of People of 
TURKEY) is difference than the political- 
military organisations of Devrimci Sol in 
1979- 1980, But the political and military 
organisation of Devrimci Sol is different 
than today. It must be different. 

Gaining the people over depend 
on our fighting. Fighting against enemy 
depends having an organisation to com¬ 
mand the war. The warfare organisation 
is our main weapon. This organisation 
will lead the people to fight against the 
enemy's, army. 

AN ORGANISATION OF WARFARE 
LIVE UP TO RULES PRINCIPLES 

Warfare has it's own rules. A war¬ 
fare organisation must follow suit these 
objective reality and lows. Because of 
this, taking shape of organisation is dif¬ 
ferent than any others. 

This is the rule of warfare. No one 
can stop it when it starts. This is valid for 
every side. And every side must answer 
its necessities of war. If you can't answer 
this question, you will be fallen. 

We said before that we have to be 
a organisation with principles. The prin¬ 
ciples are necessary for warfare. 

Rules are necessary to keep up 
the fight uninterruptedly and to minimize 
the quantity of loss of warfare. In 12th 
July and 17th April, our high cadres and 
comrades had been murdered by police. 
These massacres's happened because 
of our mistakes and ignoring the rules 
and principles. Warfare is savage. Be¬ 
cause, at last, as a result of class strug¬ 
gle we will have the power or not One of 
the classes will fall down, the other will 
come into power. There will be a libera¬ 
tion for our oppressed people. The rules 
of an organisation of warfare must be 
inexorable. It needs a spirit of fighter We 
never fight with legalist understanding* 
The one who says "rights and democ¬ 
racy 51 in the middle of warfare f knows 


nothing about the reality of warfare. Or¬ 
ders and command are the main under¬ 
standing. It never confronts with the 
Democratic Centralism which is valid for 
every branch and region of a movement 

We say " order and command ", 
We punish the betrayers. We never for¬ 
give the crimes. We are applying punish¬ 
ment Are we so hard? No . Our mecha¬ 
nism is necessary for gaining the people. 
But despite all these, we are radical for 
everyone who hinder our struggle or do 
harm to our movement. If we are in a 
struggle, there will be no other way. For 
this reason, we mention about order- 
command and punishments, This is the 
shape of " Steely Discipline" in warfare 
condition which is valid for all Revolu¬ 
tionary Organisations. As Mao's saying; 
'Warfare, ... it can not be harmonic, 
gentle..." Our war also is not like this. 

We must obey the war with it's 
rules. The enemy pay great attention to 
warfare. It propagates policy according 
to this. Policy of economy and estab¬ 
lishments have been taken shape up to 
the “Civil War", In short, enemy is seri¬ 
ous against us. We should not underes¬ 
timate the enemy. And we never have to 
minimize the power of enemy. The most 
important mistake of eliminator and 
Coupers was to minimize the enemy, 
warfare and organisation. But the reality 
of warfare was more serious than they 
suppose. 

" The war is the struggle of resist¬ 
ance, despite of being power, tactics and 
psychologies." The strategies and tac¬ 
tics which produce solutions for the war 
and to show discipline are our strongest 
weapons in war. 

It's obvious that not only the op¬ 
pressive mechanism of enemy hinder 
our struggle but also our petty-bour- 
geoise habits. The Petty - Bougeoisie 
inclines to please itself instead of disci¬ 
pline. They don't like collectivity. Be¬ 
cause of these, a movement must be 
hard and force them to be suit for strug¬ 
gle and liberation of people. 

The Petty - Bourgeoisies don't 
build their personality according to Revo¬ 
lution's necessities. They can't endure 
hard times. They do not understand the 
difficulties of the revolution. Everything 
must be subordinate under revolution¬ 
ary tasks. The Petty-Bourgeoises can 
not agree with this reality. They say; “I 
am as you see in daily life, but you must 
see me in struggle," But struggle is not a 
moment of an action, on the contrary, it 
contains all moments of life. 

Petty-bourgeoises resist the orders 
and directions of the movement. But this 
circumstances contradicts with the real¬ 
ity of warfare. Death is the danger in door 


for one who limit himself in a limited area 
or a shape. 

We said our discipline was our most 
important weapon. On the contrary, lib¬ 
eralism is our most dangerous weak¬ 
ness, Liberalism in relations of organisa¬ 
tion weakens us. ft changes our charac¬ 
ter as a fighting organisation. The main 
reasons of two types of behaviours are 
weakness and self-protection. 

Liberalism never help fighters. 
The core of the liberalism is to arrange 
with the present situation, i. e, to destroy 
the mission and to overrate the common 
situation. He tries to avoid conflicts and 
to stay in a static position. They make 
compromises about ideology, traditions, 
discipline and political principles. This 
compromises have no end and the split 
will be inevitable. And that happens. 

We pointed out this position in 
Report of Activities as follows: ...ap¬ 
proximately in the period of 1.5 years; ft 
became more difficult to fight against 
shapelessness than to fight against en¬ 
emy. This shapelessness entered to all 
our cells, from above to beloved And 
also we said;’ Subject in short: If a man 
believe to the revolution, he agreed to 
live in rules and to fight for his principles. 
If he doesn't agreed on living on princi¬ 
ples, we must be suspicious about his 
revolutionary identity. Liberation is not a 
simple phenomena, it takes the devel¬ 
opment to separate from the struggle, 
to built gangs and to organize plots. ® 

When we criticise someone about 
his/her belief, he/she reacts against us. 
tf there is a contradiction between our 
words and our actions, it must be criti¬ 
cized radically. If there is a contradiction 
between our belief and our practice, our 
discipline and mistakes, liberalism and 
radicalism, then, it must be certainly 
criticized. As Clausewitz's saying; "If our 
political aim is less important for us, ft's 
of value for us. On the same time, it s 
easy to refuse it simply. And this matter 
will effect us in negative, it will be a 
reason to refuse it/ m 

Yes, the problem is clear. War¬ 
fare wants us to be a good fighter who 
live an principles and rules. Because, 
warfare never forgive our mistakes/ First 
mistake is the last mistake" in war. We 
pay a big price to diminish mistakes. 
There is no way but to pay regard to 
principles and rules of war. 

A WAR WILL BE WIN BY PAYING 
ITS PRICE 

From 1988 to 1992, 60 comrades 
martyred. Some of them were members 
of Central Committee of Devrimci Sol, 
leading cadres, fighters and support¬ 
ers... Sometimes, someone asked why 
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for aspiration of people's justice. And, 
people sympathized the actions. But, 
naturally, enemy was wiling to answer. 
At last made great massacres. 

We will learn in fighting. Every 
student of this school must be success¬ 
ful The more we learn to fight the better 
our organisation will be expected. 

When we say “war", it doesn't just 
mean “the war of guerilla*. All the people, 
workers, civil servants, peasants, stu¬ 
dents, legal and illegal forces are in the 
war. Because, Revolutionary war make 
masses fight and make them the funda¬ 
mental element of war. This is our ap¬ 
proach. We are fight against Oligarchy 
with our urban and rural guerillas, armed 
civil forces (militias), mass violence and 
our democratic struggle. Our fighting 
organization must be taken shape up to 
these. 

We got hurt by Coupers and Elimi¬ 
nators. But, we are ahead from 1989 s 
level of organisation and struggle. We 
have a power and possibility to build 
again our struggle and branches. If we 
connect these possibilities with dynam¬ 
ics, courageous and energy of cadres, 
then there will be no reason not to keep 
our promise having a "party* to our mar¬ 
tyrs.

But, it was a 
wrong question. Ob¬ 
viously, the amount 
of loss must be mink 
mized. In the Analy¬ 
sis of 12th July and 
17th April, we showed 
its solution methods. 

But, the real matter is 
to understand the re¬ 
ality of warfare. If we 
don't, it is meaning¬ 
less to argue. 

We write 
again and again: "We 
must not be in fair of 
loss." The history of 
Revolutions shows 
that number of Revo¬ 
lutionary or Patriotic 
Movement have had 
a great loss but they 
have insisted on go¬ 
ing armed struggle 
and get a victory. 

Despite all our 
loss, we raised up arm 
struggle at any price. After every police 
operation, Oligarchy said that our strug¬ 
gle had finished. Left Movements through 
that we didn't got enough power to raise 
the struggle again. All these questions 
were answered in struggle. Devrimci Sol 
had never fall down. And everyone had 
been agreed that our movement's dy¬ 
namics were very strong. But Couper- 
eliminators-enemy in -door managed a 
stop of our struggle for a long time. 

Yes, we paid the price. The big 
price exactly is our martyrs about 60. 
Every loss had became our political gain. 
No one can resist an attack of enemy 
except our movement which raise hope 
of people. These are some different'sam¬ 
ple of it in history. But our movement 
with it's leadership had been strong to 
resist. 

Everyone who talk about the 
number of our martyrs take no notice of 
the reality of warfare and are in fear of 
paying the cost. We are at the beginning 
of warfare. We must be ready to pay a 
big price. 

At its result, there are two points: 
We must pay the cost of war. Our move¬ 
ment must be taken shape according to 
minimizing the loss. War has a possibil¬ 
ity to gain again. Despite the massacres, 
depression of fascism, people are join¬ 
ing to our movement. We develop the 
war despite the hard strikes. Before eve¬ 
rything, every fighters of Devrimci Sol 
resist till their last bullet against enemy 
was fired off. This means that everyone

is equipped with moral and physical 
weapons... 

Warfare is not just gun-fight. If we 
think like this, we couldn't be able to beat 
the enemy. No revolution couldn't be 
exist Because, in no time, revolutionar¬ 
ies will have enough guns to destroy the 
mechanism of order But it's possible 
because, we armed with the peoples 
power and possibilities. 

To die for victory and rightness is 
our difference from enemy. If we simplify 
the death with belief and resistance, 
victory will be in our hands, 

"They must take notice of coura¬ 
geous; the art of war interest in moral 
and living powers!*®* Courageous is not 
a material of agitation. It answer the 
needs of reality of war like the others. 

THE WAR IS LEARNED IN WAR AN 
ORGANISATION OF WARFARE IS 
EXPECTED IN WAR 

If we demand to win, we must 
learn what the war is and how to fight. 
But firstly every fighter of our movement 
must learn what rules and laws of war 
are.

And also, in this period, Revo¬ 
lutionary Violence Actions of Revolu¬ 
tionary Left which were made against 
the enemies of the working class, big 


capitalists and their servants, col¬ 
laborators, yellow unions, informers 
oppressive forces of Oligarchy, cre¬ 
ated trust in the whole labouring 
people and increased sympathy. 
Revolutionary Movement carried on 
Armed Struggle more widely and 
strongly. After this, the activities of 
militias began in the Working Class. 

But, it is a burning problem for 
the Revolutionary Workers Movement 
that it still couldn't make the masses 
participate in action. It is our daily 
political aim to solve this problem. 
For example, in the year 1993, it was 
on important step to form the “Strug¬ 
gle Comities Against Privatisation u . 
The reaction of the workers had to 
be in their real daily organized prac¬ 
tice. 

In 1993, hundred thousands of 
workers were put out of work. Yellow 
Union managers, especially Turk - Is 
(The Confederation of Unions) sold 
the rights of workers to the employ¬ 
ers. Taxes were increased and new 


taxes were imposed. Thousands of 
workers were unemployed. 

The numbers resisting were 
not as many as had been expected. 
Because of this, the hegemony of the 
Yellow Unions couldn't be broken. It 
was possible to break it if the Revolu¬ 
tionary Workers had played a leading 
role. 

Solidarity was necessary to be 
successful. Revolutionary Workers 
played a leading role in resistance. 
They organized countless visits, 
strikes and resistances all over the 
country. But, also Solidarity activities 
were not enough either. 

If a working class doesn't have 
the rights to work, society and joining 
a union, it will mean that it lose re¬ 
markable part of its strength. 

It is the most important duty 
of the working class in 1994 to resist 
the attacks of Oligarchy and to form 
a resistance path and unite it with 
the General Resistance of Labourer 
People. 
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Some of the resistances in 
1993, directed as a whole by Revolu¬ 
tionary Workers Movement and the 
other events on Workers Region were 
as follows: 


KAGITHANE 

An example of patient resistance 

The most poor people of Istanbul 
live in the shanty town of Kagithane. 341 
workers who got their marching orders 
from the Municipality of Kagithane be¬ 
gan to resist with the support of their 
families'and Devrimci Sol GGder. They 
organized a march to Ankara, went on 
hungersfrike for 66 days and come face 
to face with the attacks of the police 
again and again. Despite all difficulties, 
our labouring people took in great inter¬ 
est in resistance, it is continuing in 1994. 

KUCUKCEKMECE 

Municipal Workers of KQctik- 
cekmeee went on strike wholly because 
of their hires unpaid. The resistance 
went on for 80 days. Thousands of work¬ 
ers often organized the street marches. 
At last, they obtained their rights. On 1st 
May, 6O00 workers who were directed by 
the Revolutionary Workers Movement, 
held a demonstration with banners of 
Devrimci Sol and pictures of matyrs and 
slogans.

- The Resistance of workers of Munici¬ 
palities followed each other during 1933. 
There had been a great solidarity among 
workers and our labouring people and 
Revolutionaries and progressive sections 
of society.

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OUR APPROACH TOWARDS PETTY BOURGEOIS 
TENDENCIES IN OUR RAWS 


A combat organisation, which 
starts with the aim of power, needs peo¬ 
ple who Gan struggle under any condi¬ 
tions - the problem is one of developing 
cadres. How will the cadres be educated, 
how will they be developed, how will they 
be proletarianlaed? We have answered 
this questions many times in the past, 
but in spite of this petty bourgeois weak¬ 
nesses, tendencies and faults still have 
to be overcome. 

The petty bourgeois liquidator 
putschists, who cannot even define them- 

Now we are in a period 
where we define the clearly. 

That also means that we 
should review everything we 
have and take the 
necessary measures. In short, 
we should be able to 
create a new spirit for 
this new period. This 
should include everything and 
everyone. 

selves politically and who cannot even 
say why they want to be separate, say 
that our position (with which they previ¬ 
ously agreed) is of the rig ht. They want to 
show how Devrimci Sol they are. The 
putschists give no reason for the split 
and even in their 306-page written docu¬ 
ment (which they compiled by using our 
archives which they pilfered for their dirty 
aims) they cannot find a new ideological 
and political identity, not even in their 38- 
page stream of abuse When you ask 
"Why are you separate? 11 , they try to hide 
the reality by saying They are on the 
right" 

We recognise that petty bourgeois 
vanity and passion wastes our energy 
and affects our struggle negatively. For 
this reason, we have to sustain an in* 
creasing fight against this bad tendency 
and these weaknesses without pity or 
concession. Obviously until now we have 


made no concession on this question. 
Yet, although we took some serious 
steps, we have not had the result that we 
anticipated in this area, because we 
could not sufficiently perpetrate this fight. 

Yet we believe that we will suc¬ 
ceed; and we are confident that we will 
smash petty bourgeois vanity and pas¬ 
sion by expelling various weaknesses 
from our inner structure. 

The problem, in a way, originates 
from the petty bourgeois tendencies and 
weaknesses that try to weaken the pro¬ 
letarian ideology that dominates our 
movement It is therefore our resolute 
position that we shall root out this type of 
negative tendencies. 

We openly declare that we have 
taken some important steps in this direc¬ 
tion. Yet if we cannot sustain them bad 
tendencies wifi re-emerge and create a 
new problem. For this reason we should 
increase our struggle in this matter. 

Today perhaps the most difficult 
thing to do is to deal with petty bourgeois 
vanity. This has a special meaning in the 
original conditions of our country. The 
extension of the petty bourgeoisie, the 
potency of its lifestyle and its habits 
cause the people in our ranks to bring 
these characteristics together with them. 

Today these incorrect and feeble 
tendencies make themselves felt In dis¬ 
tinctive levels, in different forms and 
with separate alms. If we cannot identify 
them properly and take serious steps to 
deal with them we will not be able to 
transform human beings and get them 
to fight for the revolution. Given the fact 
that the period that we have been living 
through is difficult and painful, the ques¬ 
tion of the transformation of human 
material and giving a shape to it is much 
more important. 

The existence of peoplefrom petty 
bourgeois origin necessitates ideologi¬ 
cal struggle and serious education. Ei¬ 
ther through education we will transform 
and proletariamze them and conse¬ 
quently create communist human be¬ 
ings or the deficiencies and the weak¬ 
nesses will reduce our speed and create 
more and more new problems for us. 


THE PETTY BOURGEOISIE 
WORSHIPS POWER 

If we look at the position of the 
petty bourgeoisie in the class war, It can 
be seen that its conduct is changeable 
and unstable. Of course given its class 
nature this is not at all surprising. 

In fact, behind this coming and 
going there always exists the tendency to 
worship power. This discerns itself in our 
ranks too. In some moments we are 
asked to be in action more and more. 
They demand larger and larger actions. 
They cannot have a consistent political 
viewpoint. They approach a problem in 
order to demonstrate power, with the 
logic of being powerful rather than politi¬ 
cal. They are more interested in that 
aspect of a show of power than the real 
conditions of the movement or the bal¬ 
ance sheet of action. 

They demand, always demand. 
Yet they are not at all keen to put their 
own labour into it. Above alt, it is not their 
style to get into difficulty. When such 
times arrive where there should not be 
any action, where we are subject to per¬ 
secution or arrests, they just complain 
about everything and criticise everything. 

During the ascending stage of the 
revolution or during the period where the 
movement has a large prestige, they 
accuse many people of being “passive" 
or “cowardly". Whereas in difficult peri¬ 
ods they become anxious about their 
own lives and look for safe havens. 

They decide not with their vision 
but with their yearning to be powerful. 
They cannot withstand blows. According 
to them, one should not get hit, They do 
not care about the fact that a revolution 
is a difficult affair. They are not con¬ 
cerned with the hardships of class war. 
The only important thing for them is to be 
powerful. 

This tendency gets stronger in 
difficult times. They even go so far as to 
construct theories upside down. For ex¬ 
ample, following September 12th 1980 t 
with the onslaught of the State and the 
consecutive blows that we endured, these 
elements abandoned our ranks after hav- 
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ing seen the collapse of their world. They 
ceased to be revolutionary. Obviously, 
those who cannot see the future, today 
and tomorrow, turn back easily from 
their ideals when they cannot venture 
into the complications of the revolution 
and the class war 

The same goes for the police op¬ 
erations that we have experienced in 
recent times. By saying “we finished 
them", “we terminate them*, the oligar¬ 
chy made a show of power particularly in 
order to relate to this aspect of the petty 
bourgeoisie. It is quite understandable 
that these people should be strongly 
influenced by this type of propaganda. 

Whereas it is obvious that all those 
things might happen in a struggle, the 
Kurdish national movement also began 
with similar difficulties in 1984. If it has 
become a powerful movement today, it is 
because of its determination and its in¬ 
sistence on armed struggle. 

On the other hand, there might be 
some periods where we could not in a 
position to take action. Moreover, we 
could be hit seriously. As a fighting orga¬ 
nisation we must be prepared for ail 
these eventualities. It should be asked 
whether it is appropriate to complain 
about everything in the circumstances 
where we are hit. Or whether it is correct 
to abandon the revolution. 

In fact, what is correct is to insist 
that we bind up the wounds, participate 
in the fight with all our forces and be 
prepared to carry the burden. That is 
what is to be done. Otherwise there 
emerges a mood that does not create 
any labour, does not expend any energy, 
and a mood that is influenced rapidly by 
every display by the oligarchy. 

Whereas we need people who will 
be strong against every attack and every 
strike of the enemy rather than those who 
worship power and act as its staves. We 
must create solid characters who absorb 
the violence of the class war and act 
accordingly. We are living through a 
difficult period, therefore we must be the 
revolutionaries who can resist the psy¬ 
chological war of the oligarchy. 

We must create people who inter¬ 
nalise revolutionary behaviour, who rea¬ 
son politically, who appreciate the orga* 
nisation, who are loyal to their tradition 
and those who maintain these character¬ 
istics in very condition. Otherwise, we 
will become individuals who are always 
open to every kind of influence, who 
always expect action and become con¬ 
fused in its absence. Of course we should 
be a serious force on the road to the 
revolution. Yet this depends on our en¬ 
ergy, our creativity and our political in¬ 


ventiveness. If we have this capacity it 
will be easier to achieve our aims. The 
political line itself i$ not determinant. 
Today, the problematic of “being in 
power" leads the petty bourgeoisie to 
confusion. It prevents it taking a clear 
cut position. These elements oscillate 
between two extremes. 

The plotters try to give the im¬ 
pression that they are powerful by ca¬ 
ressing the weaknesses of the petty 
bourgeoisie. Through slanders directed 
at the leadership and lies such as “armed 
teams, clandestine cadres, and the coun¬ 
tryside are with us" etc, they open the 
way for confusions. Their aims are quite 
clear. First and foremost, by saying that 
“armed teams and clandestine cadres 
are with us where as they have only a 
democratic programmatic platform", they 
want to give the impression that they 
hold important and decisive positions 
inside the movement. Yet it should not 
be forgotten that when their falsification 
is unmasked the petty bourgeois ele¬ 
ments abandon these plotters and leave 
them alone with their lies. In the end the 
terrain rapidly slips from under their feet. 
The "power" they had seized transforms 
swiftly to impotence. 

It is quite clear that they will soon 
be left alone with their crimes. Neither 
their refuge to sharp Marxist-Leninist 
discourse nor to “scientific" erudition wifi 
be able to save them. The latest state¬ 
ment which has been signed the plotters 
and the " impartial" who themselves 
have been their accomplices right from 
the beginning is the affirmation of their 
impotence. It should be admitted that is 
impossible to prove the power of a move¬ 
ment with the mathematical addition of 
signatures which represent nothing, 
What is counted in organisational life is 
the signatures of the representatives of 
the committees of the rank and file. The 
signatures that are used by the plotters 
and their accomplices, such as “Sisli", 
“Topkapi", "the people of Anatolia re¬ 
gion" etc. can signify only the meaning¬ 
less of the region. Whom do these sig¬ 
natures represent? This is not at all 
clear. As usual, the plotters, alongside 
lies and slanders, resort also to the 
signatures that represent nothing for a 
revolutionary organisation. 


SELF-IMPOSITION AND 
DOUBLE STANDARDS 

The revolutionary movement 
does not merely deal with the enemy. In 
one sense, to deal with the enemy is 
easier. What is more difficult is to fight 


against the “enemy within". What we 
confront today is behaviour that has 
nothing to do with organisational con¬ 
sciousness and responsibility. An exam¬ 
ple of this is the petty bourgeois impos¬ 
ing itself. 

This concept has nothing to do 
with the idea of identifying oneself with 
the organisation and of giving everything 
to the revolution. Rather it sets itself 
against the organisation and "bargains' 
with it. Moreover it imposes itself upon 
the organisation. Naturally this concep¬ 
tion damages care regarding organisa¬ 
tional principles and rules in individual 
fears and "doubts about the future". 

The revolutionary movement has 
always been dear in its cadre politics. It 
has always appreciated its cadres. It has 
utilised every revolutionary method in 
order to remove their deficiencies and 
weaknesses. Having always been 
straightforward towards them with a 
sense of responsibility, it has always 
given the opportunity for its cadres to 

Either through education we

or the deficiencies and 
the weaknesses will reduce 
our speed and create more and 
more new 

renew themselves. Being a combat or¬ 
ganisation necessitates the education of 
cadres in accordance with the reality of 
the war. Therefore, in principle, nobody 
can make a "bargain" in the life of a 
revolutionary organisation! 

However, the petty bourgeoisie 
demands a "privileged" position. It wants 
to have privileges with everything. It 
refuses the discipline that every ordinary 
fighter assumes. The petty bourgeois 
considers himself "capable* and “supe¬ 
rior'. He is not modest. He is quite toler¬ 
ant of his mistakes and weaknesses. He 
ignores them. When he is criticised on 
these points he does not consider them 
“very important". 

Moreover, he demands that his 
weaknesses are accepted as such in¬ 
stead of questioning himself in order to 
get rid of these deficiencies. The rules 
and principles that are valid for others 
have no importance for him. He de¬ 
mands specific rules for himself. Overall 
there exists no rule that he obeys. 

For example, he disregards the 
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discipline of the organisation. When, he 
is criticised and punished he resists. He 
does not regards his disobedience as a 
"very important" defect. He does not en¬ 
deavour to convince himself. At the end 
he tries to justify and make acceptable 
his weaknesses by asking such things 
as: “Is it all that important what \ have 
done? 1 ". Finally, he defines his limits by 
saying “l am like that". And he declares 
openly that he has no intention to change. 
Yet in spite of all his weaknesses 
he demands privileges. He always sees 
himself in a "special" status, He has a 
“natural" feeling of being privileged. 

The imposing andyetfeeble mood 
of the petty bourgeoisie leads to negli¬ 
gence of principles and rules. The more 
we ignore these weaknesses and defi¬ 
ciencies the more they develop. Conse¬ 
quently such a person cannot fulfil his 
duties. This situation will rot not only 
himseif but the organisation too. 

The only remedy to gaining these 
people and getting the organisation to 
develop is not to allow the emergence of 
these weaknesses. It is therefore neces¬ 
sary to destroy the egoist and imposing 
aspects of the petty bourgeoisie. 

Egoism makes him a man of dou¬ 
ble standards. Although he has some¬ 
thing to say about sanctions, he never 
accepts that the same norms are applied 
to him. For example, he is very sectarian 
when someone else makes a mistake. In 
those circumstances he remembers very 
well principles, norms and sanctions. 
Yet if he is responsible for the same sort 
of mistakes he never speaks of principle, 
norms and sanctions. 

His measures have a double char¬ 
acter. He never thinks of the interests of 
the movement. He does not imagine 
whatsoever that his mistakes and weak¬ 
nesses might do harm to it. As time goes 
by he loses the scale of the movement. 
Instead he introduces his own measures 
that have nothing to do with those of the 
movement. Characteristics such as be¬ 
ing without concession and having rules 
to obey disappear. Measures are now 
distinct for each circumstance. 

To degenerate norms by applying 
them in an arbitrary manner is typical of 
petty bourgeoisie. If this is not prevented, 
this tendency will corrode the movement. 
This will produce results that erode the 
confidence of people in the movement. 
The plotters, the agents of the enemy in 
our ranks and their accomplices demon¬ 
strate in fact every aspect of this charac¬ 
teristic of petty bourgeoisie. They attack 
everything without having any concern 
for any principle or rule. They do every¬ 
thing to create ruins. They speak of the 


secrets of the organisation in coffee 
shops, in the associations, in the local 
offices of SHP. They are in a race to 
reveal the secrets of the organisation. 
They swear to destroy and to dismember 
the organisation. 

MAKING THE CRITICISM A 
PERSONAL QUESTION 

He feels irritated at hearing the 
word criticism. He does not like this word 
at all. Of course, he uses it too, But only 
in order to debase it. When he is criti¬ 
cised he is not happy. He reacts by 
showing, right from the beginning, his 
dislike of criticism. He is not mature 
enough to stomach it. 

Obviously he never stops speak¬ 
ing about “criticism and self-criticism". 
On certai n occasio ns h e speaks for hou rs 
and hours on this subject. He writes 
pages and pages. Yet in real life he 
cannot stand it. In order to escape from 
criticism he tries to obstruct everything. 

He thinks that he has nothing to 
be criticised. He tries to minimize his 
faults claiming that everybody can make 
insignificant mistakes. He does away 
with the possibility of criticism through 
sophistry. 

Worst of all, he makes criticism a 
personal subject. When he has been 
criticised he thinks that he has lost some¬ 
thing from his personality. He identifies 
criticism with personal humiliation. Con¬ 
sequently, he is concerned not with con¬ 
tent but rather form and style. He does 
not question the points that are the sub¬ 
ject of criticism. He feels humiliation. 
The more severe the criticism, the more 
he considers it to be an insult or profan¬ 
ity. He never says "Why did I make these 
mistakes?". All he says is “How have I 
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been told about these?". 

Furthermore, he thinks that he 
has been humiliated after having been 
criticised in front of others. Consequently, 
he becomes angry with the movement 
and with those who criticises him. This is 
the start of his opposition to the organi¬ 
sation. 

In other words the critique has no 
function in the transformation of him. He 
never ponders the real motives of the 
criticism. Whereas criticism is the con¬ 
crete expression of the value that we give 
to human beings. If a person is observed 
and criticised, this is a happy event. It is 
only the petty bourgeoisie who feels that 
for him the revolution arises. Everyone 
who is in the struggle can make mis¬ 
takes. Consequently, one might speak 
out on these weaknesses and this is 
quite normal. 

If so meon e h as so me weakn esses 
and makes some mistakes and is not 
criticised, he will cause harm to himself 
and to the movement by repeating these 
mistakes. In that sense criticism is es¬ 
sential for a triple reason. Firstly, for the 
interests of the movement; secondly for 
the augmentation of his participation; 
and thirdly for his self-renewal. If we are 
able to make this sensibility dominant in 
our ranks, then we will have a more 
dynamic structure. 

To stomach criticism is an ele¬ 
ment of a political culture. This is the not 
a way of getting rid of mistake. It is the 
internalisation of education. We should 
have this sort of culture. To create obsta¬ 
cles to criticism, to consider it a “shame” 
and consequently feel humiliated by being 
subject to it is the reflection of the petty 
bourgeois spirit. Revolutionaries should 
resolve this question. If rt is regarded as a 
question of personality or personal vanity, 
everything becomes confused. 

There is another variant of the 
aforementioned example. Sometimes 
criticism is accepted, yet only in appear¬ 
ance, in such cases, though with diffi¬ 
culty, criticism is formally accepted. But 
the its real meaning is not grasped. In 
other words, it cannot be internalised. In 
fact, the problem is not simply to accept 
the criticism. The problem is to take 
some concrete steps in its direction and 
to do away with the deficiencies and 
weaknesses. Overall, something must 
be proved in practice. 

Yet instead self-criticism is made 
in general in an artificial manner without 
taking concrete steps. For that reason, 
the same subject might again come to 
the agenda months after being discussed 
and self-criticised. 

In those circumstances it can be 
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seen that criticism has been accepted 
only in appearance; as a matter of fact, 
what is accepted is nothing more than 
simple words. It is not grasped in the 
strict sense of the word. The fact that the 
same weaknesses and deficiencies re¬ 
appear some months or even some years 
later proves that the question has been 
treated m a quite insufficient manner. 

It is doubtless that, to a healthy 
movement, the concept of criticism 
should be clear. To resist against criti¬ 
cism, to consider himself free from criti¬ 
cism cannot be the logic of a revolution¬ 
ary. In recent times, the method of crith 
cism and self-criticism has become fash¬ 
ionable. This is the resort of the plotters 
who consider everything permissible in 
order to sully our values. Putschism is 
liberation" for them All plotters who 
have made self-criticism to the extent 
that they have humiliated themselves 
now declare that they did it under pres¬ 
sure. After having let their personalities 
be shattered, they now say a great lie: 
“we had no other option". What is more 
interesting is that the persons who have 
been disgraced to that extent, now, fol¬ 
lowing their plot, say that they want to 
lead the organisation. In fact, those peo¬ 
ple whose personalities have been de¬ 
graded in this way should resolve their 
personal problems at a psychological 
level. Who will trust and follow them? 


THE PROBLEM OF POSITION 
EXISTS IN EVERY PERIOD 

We have been passing through a 
period which is a staggering one. The 
fact that nobody is immutable in his 
position becomes clearer now. In difficult 
periods there emerges a separation be¬ 
tween those who identify themselves with 
the movement and those who oscillate. 
Everyone who succeeds in renewing him¬ 
self can continue on his march and climb 
upwards. Constructing new mechanisms 
will be on the agenda parallel to the 
advent of new organs. 

There is no “status 11 question in 
the struggle. Nobody began to militate in 
the revolutionary struggle in order to 
have a "status". There is no place for 
such things in the textbook of the revolu¬ 
tionaries. Yet as life goes by on its natu¬ 
ral course the viewpoints will become 
clear on this question too. Otherwise 
continually fruitless status discussions 
or not grasping upside-down concepts 
always in the same place will cause 
backwardness. 

We should not consider our posi¬ 
tion in terms of property. Neither should 
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we see our position with the logic of a 
civil servant nor do we have a title deed 
to our position To have responsibility 
should mean to be responsible and as¬ 
sume its requisites. To be responsible 
means to take responsible steps; to be, 
in a way T meticulous and be conscious 
of this responsibility in every moment 

Without such a process one goes 
"down". In fact there is nothing unjust in 
it. Yet in the eyes of a petty bourgeois 
this is an injustice committed against 
himself. He thinks that he is always right 
whereas the organization and the lead¬ 
ers are wrong. He grumbles. He claims 
that his capacities are ignored. What is 

Tlte necessary measure to take 
non* as we leave an historically 
important period is to change this 
spirit. To form part of a paly also 
means the existence of a collec¬ 
tive spirit. Otherwise a potential 
danger, although we do net know 
how and when it will emerge, will 
always cause damage 

important for him is to remain in his 
position. 

He always approaches duties and 
responsibilities with logic of a career. He 
makes calculations as though he will 
remain for life in the responsibility, in the 
"post" he has. He sticks to his seat. To 
lose his seat is a disaster for him. He 
does everything not to lose it. If rt seems 
necessary, he resorts to everything to 
keep it, including bargaining and black¬ 
mail. Therefore the interests of the revo¬ 
lution or the interests of the movement 
do not exist for him. What is decisive is 
his own interest and preoccupations 


about his "future". 

During the periods in which the 
movement is hit, there emerges tens of 
positive examples. These cadres are 
prepared for every type of sacrifice in the 
interest of the movement. Yet in the 
same periods there are also those who 
bargain for their posts instead of assum¬ 
ing responsibilities without any personal 
calculations. The onty concern there be¬ 
comes one of status. In fact they have 
neither the sense nor the responsibility 
of the movement. 

It is quite natural that one can 
mount the scales as long as he makes a 
contribution to the struggle. But at the 
same time there might be those who 
withdraw and thus descend. In the allo¬ 
cation of responsibilities many factors 
are taken into consideration. People are 
employed according to their capacities. 
One should be prepared to stomach 
employment in different fields during the 
course of the struggle. 

Revolutionary struggle has 
reached today's standard thanks to mod¬ 
est revolutionaries. Where there are cal¬ 
culations for career and position, there ts 
no consciousness of duty, responsibility 
and the movement There are only per¬ 
sonal interests and worries. Revolution¬ 
ary struggle is seen out of these career 
problems. One might not have an impor¬ 
tant place in the movement Should he 
not make, in such a case, his revolution¬ 
ary duties? What motivates a revolution¬ 
ary? Career? Position? None of them of 
course. What motivates revolutionaries 
is their belief in the struggle. 

Nobody should have concerns 
such as “position”. One should stomach 
every position in the struggle. If neces¬ 
sary, a modest life should be seen as 
sufficient. If not, there will emerge peo¬ 
ple lacking in logic and com monsense 
and without the spirit of the movement 

Since he has an approach to¬ 
wards organisational relations, the petty 
bourgeoisie imposes itself upon an orga¬ 
nisation, The calculations regarding his 
career have an important place in his 
imposition. Sometimes he wants to keep 
his position eternally as his private prop¬ 
erty , saying he is “long-standing" in the 
movement. 

Our organisation is a fighting or¬ 
ganisation, It is a proletarian organisati¬ 
on. There is no place for such attitudes 
and impositions upon our organisational 
relations. In the natural course of the 
struggle, people for the cause will emerge, 
A revolutionary should not have such 
concerns. The only way of eradicating 
such concerns is to be conscious of the 
organisation and of the struggle. 
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CONSERVATISM AND 
CON FORMISM IS IN THE PETTY 
BOURGEOIS CHARACTER 

What makes a revolutionary per¬ 
son a revolutionary is not what he stands 
for. What makes him a revolutionary is 
also his life and struggle. Members of a 
movement such as ours, which is seek¬ 
ing to take power, must particularly ob¬ 
tain the necessary strength and equip 
themselves. This will come not only by 
grasping the movements philosophy 1 but 
also by obeying its discipline and honest 
and open life. 

The revolutionary person's mor¬ 
als, culture, logic, lifestyle and relations 
with other human beings will stand out 
immediately from others. The targeted 
personality must be like this. The only 
way we can achieve our serious and 
difficult tasks is with people who are such 
as this in their life, struggle and trials. 

Conservatism and conformism 
are far removed from a revolutionary life. 
Conservatism and conformism are quali¬ 
ties of a person who is dominated by 
petty bourgeois logic and who has no 
revolutionary spirit With such personali¬ 
ties, who think mainly of a comfortable 
life for themselves and which cause great 
harm to systematic thought, difficult pe¬ 
riods cannot be conquered. Logic which 
is not open to a movement cannot think 
radically and which approaches each 
event within the framework of “balances" 
has no chance to improve the struggle of 
the person themselves. By always giving 
the least" each time to the struggle and 
bearing difficulties to the "least" degree, 
this mentality will gradually start to at¬ 
tune itself’with the status quo. This swing 
in thought and in life will gradually sur¬ 
round this person and start to consume 

We recognise that petty 
bourgeois vanity and passion 
wastes our energy and 
affects our struggle negatively- For 
this reason, we have to 
sustain an increasing fight against 
this bad tendency and these 
weaknesses without pity 
or concession 

his positive sides. From now on, the 
positiveness surrenders to the negative¬ 
ness. Eventually depoliticisation and re¬ 
moval from the revolutionary spirit will 
compete with each other. 

In thought, the result is conserva¬ 
tism and in life, conformism will be the 

30 


end of this process. This situation will 
make the person weak, in other words, 
the castle will be conquered from within. 
Instead of overcoming weak or wrong 
qualities, they will grow and disillusion 
the person. Subsequently all kinds of 
condition of weakness become clear 
and the request is always a life which is 
far from danger and free of risk. The 
conformity will start with the seeking of 
a conformist lifestyle. 

The ability to be satisfied with 
given conditions also brings self-limita¬ 
tion. When one person becomes a con¬ 
servative, no further steps can be taken. 
He will start to think dogmatically and 
there will be no inclination to win further 
ground. Most importantly, war and the 
fact of war is not part of thought. In this 
case, we cannot discuss development 
and improvement. 

A revolutionary is a person who 
can transform and who can take new 
steps. However, this can only happen 
when one frees oneself from dogma and 
is not a conservative. Otherwise, as life 
continues, serious steps are taken but 
still the narrow dogma of the past domi¬ 
nates thought. Then one becomes a 
conservative, the chances of existence 
for that person and that struggle will end. 

Concepts such as war, struggle 
and position will start not to make sense. 
A mentality which can feed from a mini¬ 
mum and directs us will not let us de¬ 
velop. In such a case a contributor or a 
developer of the struggle cannot emerge. 
This narrowness of thought will become 
a barrier to a view of the future and 
discussion. A person who cannot see a 
step further, narrow minded, who can¬ 
not escape their own limits and who 
cannot see the wood for the trees. 

Again conformist tendencies in 
life are dangerous. A revolutionary can¬ 
not have a settled life all the time. In this 
fight sacrifice and difficulty are compul¬ 
sory. Yes, one can miss out on many 
things. Many difficulties may have to be 
encountered also. In some places, you 
may have to sleep on the streets, may be 
left hungry or without money. All these 
things are part of this life. 

If being a revolutionary is volun¬ 
tary and if this voluntarism clearly en¬ 
capsulates all the difficulties, then de¬ 
manding a life which has everything all 
the time and complaining when it does 
not exist can only be a reflection of the 
state of the spirit. One must be cautious 
in life and able to control every hour of 
life. In a condition where selfishness 
and the bourgeois world has conquered 
humanity, people can overpower these 
conquerors only with their revolutionary 


beliefs and revolutionary life which will 
also help them to escape from this cum¬ 
bersome spirit. 

ALWAYS SEEKING PERFEC¬ 
TION IN EVERYTHING 

There are certain moments and 
periods of revolutionary development that 
are not foreseen. In fact, there is no such 
thing as a revolutionary template or de¬ 
velopmental stages which can be found 
in a book. Matters have to be livedthrough 
from the richness of the revolutionary 
struggle and must be seen from this 
perspective. And when living though good 
and bad times for the struggle, thinking 
of all of this will not be easy. 

When a revolutionary struggle is 
thought of in all its aspects, no perfection 
can be found in either of its phases. All of 
these are the result of a period which is 
moulded by sacrifices, deprivation and 
pain. Perhaps the unseen features of 
revolutions are these. Within these un¬ 
seen features of a revolution lie an un¬ 
known number of defeats and victories 
as well as countless feats. When the 
counter-revolution was equipped with the 
most advanced means, the revolution 
was not in a position to respond equally 
from the same position. 

This fact also applies not only for 
every revolution and every revolutionary 
struggle, but also for ourselves. We can¬ 
not approach any period with perfection¬ 
ism. The basis of our war against the 
state lies in belief, sacrifice, creativity 
and trust in people. Otherwise it is diffi¬ 
cult, in fact impossible, to think of having 
means equal to the state. Therefore we 
should bridge this gap with our creativity 
and the human factor. 

What we have inside us, which 
the petty bourgeois spirit fails to grasp, is 
this precisely. He cannot take the human 
factor, its importance and creativity, into 
account. He demands that everything be 
ready. Yes, he must have everything. Of 
course, if we are an organisation and we 
are fighting, we should have everything. 
Of course, no thought is given as to how 
to obtain these. He always demands 
things to be given to him. And these exist. 
In other words, someone else has won 
these and they should be given without 
further delay. 

If the subject is institutionalisa¬ 
tion and confidentiality, he would want 
himself to be established immediately. 
He should own everything. No concept of 
creating by himself or making himself 
has developed. Everything depends on 
other people giving to him. In order to be 
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established he would demand to own a 
house, car and job. In other words, in his 
mind there is a perfect picture. 

When he tails to get the things he 
wanted, he starts to complain and grumble. 

Eventually he will start to think of 
the revolution and revolutionary activity 
within the perfect picture he has created 
for himself. When one of the elements of 
this picture fails, he starts to criticise 
immediately, which will lead him to draw 
a picture of disaster. In fact there is no 
disaster picture existing in reality, but 
because the perfect picture created in his 
mind cannot correspond to real fife this 
disappointment occurs. 

Instead of working for and creat¬ 
ing something, he always criticises. 
Rather than giving his time, amending 
the erroneous parts, completing the miss¬ 
ing parts, he will choose to exaggerate 
the negative aspects of events If, for 
example, he is needed to join street work 
he starts to grumble immediately. He will 
find that doing such things on the streets 
to be incorrect. He immediately begins to 
think of and defend things like the car, 
workplace, etc. He will defend the useless¬ 
ness and worthlessness of street work. 

It is misleading to look at revolu¬ 
tion and history from such a perfectionist 
angle. Neither revolution nor its history 
can support this approach. The closest 
example is our emergence which was not 
a very easy process. The level we are at 
today is only the outcome of our people's 
labour, sacrifices and martyrdom. 

If we have come to the level we 
are at now from nothing, then nothing 
was provided beforehand for us. Many 
things had to be recreated. That is what 
a revolution is anyway. It is not easy to 
destroy a state machine. Power can be 
seized only after having started from 
scratch and the state can only be de¬ 
feated in this way. 

This tendency in our ranks, apart 
from logical thought, carries a know-all 
logic as well. In its approach to the 
resolution of each problem, the solution 
will also be idealised. This tendency, 
which approaches everything with per¬ 
fectionism, defends its own solution for 
everything as if he knows everything but 
we alt know real ife is not like that. There¬ 
fore, every moment they live, their hopes 
will be disappointed and that perfect world 
is sentenced to be forever destroyed. 

WHAT HAVE WE ESTABLISHED? 
WHAT HAVE WE DONE? 

We can give different examples of 
various weaknesses and tendencies 
which have occurred in different ways at 


different times amongst our ranks. Or it 
is possible to add to what has already 
been said. The first thing to grasp is that 
such tendencies are not evaded, they 
are actually noted and the necessary 
measures are taken against them. In 
other words, they are not only noted but 
also concrete steps are taken in order to 
overcome them. 

As long as our movement contin¬ 
ues its march to power, it will surpass 
itself, it will alter and establish the pre¬ 
requisites of being a communist organi¬ 
sation, In places where the aim is to 
obtain qualitative transformations, it is 
very natural to see the emergence of 
certain tendencies, weaknesses, even 
resistance, especially today when we 
have reached the stage of party forma¬ 
tion, when we much closer to a Revolu¬ 
tionary People's Liberation Party and 
Front, it should not be a surprise to see 
the habits of the past and the reflection 
of its spirit. 

Our movement always perceives 
the basic factor of our struggle to be 
people. Therefore its ranks are always 
open. This openness is in fact always 
guarded when our peopie have difficul¬ 
ties and certain weaknesses and defi¬ 
ciencies occur. In such situations, the 
problem is always defined clearly and a 
message is given clearly. At the same 
time, this is a good example of the value 
given to our ranks and the trust which 
should exist within organisational rela¬ 
tions. This policy is for us always our 
winning quality. 

We are not satisfied with noting 
existing weaknesses and deficiencies, 
but in order to create a consciousness in 
people and to surpass these problems, 
we find new methods and start a new 
period of education. Of course, beneath 
all this, the underlying logic is to regain 
the people. Therefore making an effort 
for people and discussing with them is 
not a chore. Just the opposite, this be¬ 
comes a baste policy of the revolution¬ 
ary movement. 

To this day, we never held the 
aim of creating perfect people or 
superhumans. Experience of theories of 
superhuman creation proved them to be 
wrong. Instead of superhumans, we 
should create people who are commit¬ 
ted to the revolution and the movement 
and who have belief and continually 
renew themselves. In short, our target 
should be to create communist people. 
Despite deficiencies and errors, we will 
make the revolution with the people who 
today we try to change. The people who 
make the revolution wit! be our people. 
The revolution is not a job for a bunch of 


superhumans. 

For this reason, to this day, we 
have placed great emphasis upon hu¬ 
man education. Our preoccupation has 
become education and ideologically 
equipping people. We have taken con¬ 
vincing as a basic approach when trying 
to solve the problems of life. We never 
make judgements on a person going 
through a difficult patch simply by telling 
that the person is “of no use'. In fact 
otherwise we would not be successful. 
Prisons became places where we

made substantial improvements against 
this target. Prisons, which are separate 
ground for the struggle, are used by us 
successfully to transform and transmute. 
Furthermore, some of the people we met 
in prison who had arrived there demoral¬ 
ized, somehow drowned in the problems 
which had brought them there, or people 
carrying negative aspects of events which 
had occurred in branches became a part 
of activities and we worked for them. In 
order for that person to know himself and 
criticise himself again, the process 
ranged from sharp criticism to sentenc¬ 
ing these tendencies. 

In terms of prisons, we have made 
large strides. In other words, we con¬ 
quered much ground on this front and no 
concessions were given to these tenden¬ 
cies. In a place where the fight with the 
enemy is raging, we managed to give 
peopie motivation for action. People were 
ideologically equipped to enable them to 
transcend themselves and drive out the 
roots of such tendencies. 

Regarding periods outside, each 
period was given to the struggle against 
such tendencies. Where necessary self- 
criticism campaigns were organized and 
encouraged people to perceive them¬ 
selves more clearly. The more a person 
knows himself and analyses himself, the 
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mo re successful the struggle against such 
weaknesses and deficiencies will be. 

Again, we have never discarded a 
person as a result of his negative quali¬ 
ties. Instead we gave these people a 
chance to improve in problem areas and 
an opportunity to prove themselves. Fur¬ 
thermore, such a person is provided with 
a chance to transcend himself by giving 
him responsibility. In each task we cre¬ 
ate the conditions where the person in 
question may transcend himself. 

We have never carried a black 
and white mentality. Even in times when 
people have surrendered to such weak¬ 
nesses, we accepted them with patience 
and we even carried these people. But at 
each stage of this process we combined 
education and tried to overcome these 
problems. 

We do not push people aside by 
telling that they cannot be used and we 
maintain that every weakness and error 
can be rectified. 


NO CONCESSIONS GIVEN TO 
WEAKNESSES AND ERRORS 

It is always accepted as a princi¬ 
ple that such tendencies in revolutionary 
ranks shall receive no concessions. In 
these circumstances, not only have we 
not behaved liberally, but nobody was 
granted concessions or double stand¬ 
ards. 

Behaviour such as the applica¬ 
tion of double standards to weaknesses 
and errors in this regard, behaving liber¬ 
ally and assuming the problem does not 
exist, would not only lose us our identity, 
we would also rot. At this point we could 
not become a combat organization, The 
result would only be a sort of club where 
people behave liberally towards each 
other s weaknesses and errors and give 
concessions to each other’s faults. In 
fact, this is one of the factors which 
makes an organisation become an Orga¬ 
nisation. 

The fight against the weaknesses 
and errors of people in our ranks was 
waged without any concession. Who¬ 
ever that person is, when the same errors 
and weaknesses reappeared, the same 
measures are taken. We did not say that 
this is our old comrade or this person is 
Whoever the person is or whatever the 
source »s, we fight against these tenden¬ 
cies. 

We did not make petty calcula¬ 
tions to understand whether we would 
break anyone f s heart or make them an¬ 
gry, Perhaps sometimes some comrades, 
who could not grasp the importance and 
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size of the problems, said "Wish they did 
not say that” or they might even have 
said “For such a small reason why all the 
big fuss?". 

In other words, when the dimen¬ 
sions and the facts of an incident, as well 
as the consequences, are not taken into 
account, such emotional approaches can 
occur. In fact from real life we should 
know that the starting point cannot be 
concerns about whether we will break 
someone’s heart or make them angry. 
We are not undermining people, we are 
trying to improve them. If we do not 
behave in this way and start to make 
compromises, the consequences are 
obvious and this would not be beneficial 
to anyone. 

There are some problems where 
the solution can only be radical and no 
emotion can be involved and this is an 
absolute prerequisite for the health of 
the movement instead of solving and 
overcoming problems, if the solution is 
to give concessions just to avoid in¬ 
creasing the problem we will be left with 
neither a principle nor a value. That 
means that more new problems will be 
caused. As a combat organization we 
have to be an organization of no conces¬ 
sions. Plotters also revolt against this 
and make a fuss. They complain that 
petty bourgeois tendencies are being 
sown. They say that nothing is done 
under their control and under pressure 
so that they can deny their own exist¬ 
ence, Consequently they attack us with 
all their hatred to destroy our organisa¬ 
tion's values. But now we are at the end 
of the road and the plotters are sen¬ 
tenced. 

Until today, the same measures 
were taken against people who are car¬ 
rying such weaknesses regardless of 
their position. The revolutionary move¬ 


ment is always clear and unambiguous 
in this respect. Diplomacy is not required 
and no haggling is done. When it is 
necessary to be radical, we became radi¬ 
cal, when it is necessary to act at that 
point, we acted, when labour was re¬ 
quested, we gave it. 

Even under the most difficult con¬ 
ditions, we followed the principles with¬ 
out becoming pragmatic. Even during 
times when some people said In any 
case they need us\ “There are no men” 
and persisted with their weaknesses and 
errors, we made no compromises. Some 
people wanted to cover up weaknesses 
and errors. The same measures were 
taken even against these Nobody did or 
could legitimize such a spirit 

We could not act to the contrary. 
If we had done, we would not have such 
a strong organisation and we would not 
have such a history. In fact no weakness 
or error was tolerated. This organization 
always approached with aim of winning. 

This is one of the qualities which 
distinguishes us from the left. The left did 
not provide healthy examples in this re¬ 
spect Left-wing tendencies which legiti¬ 
mise weaknesses and errors and which 
do not take radical measures against 
them also cause many values to be the 
subject matter of discussion Instead of 
trying to create common values by ap¬ 
plying different standards, they caused 
the emergence of negative examples 

In fact the means and methods 
were always different. The left in this 
respect sometimes became liberal and 
sometimes became sectarian. Somehow 
it failed to find the correct path. It could 
not form a healthy political caste which 
defends the Improvement of people and 
the giving of labour. However our move¬ 
ment was always able to know how to 
defend basic principles even in the most 
difficult situations and problems 


WE WILL SMASH PETTY 
BOURGEOIS PRIDE AND 
GREED 

To the present day, the pride and 
greed of the petty bourgeoisie has ap¬ 
peared before us many times. It is a 
factor which prevents the transformation 
and proletarianisation of some people. 
In fact this petty bourgeois spirit and 
behavioural tendency and slows peo¬ 
ple's development and eats away at peo¬ 
ple's brains. 

Furthermore, in some cases, peo¬ 
ple forgot that they are revolutionaries, 
denied themselves, denigrated them¬ 
selves and lost their spirit. Facts ac- 
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cepted by everyone as an organisational 
relationship or revolutionary relationship 
were denied because of these very quali¬ 
ties. In reality, when pride and greed are 
dominant in one's life, the purity of the 
relationship erodes. 

It is also common to meet those 
who persist in making everything a per¬ 
sonal problem and approaching incidents 
from the angle of safeguarding their own 
personality. In fact when such incidents 
occur, pride and greed are always at the 
forefront of such events. Today our move¬ 
ment approaches a gateway to a new 
era. Now we are in a period where we 
define the party clearly. That also means 
that we should review everything we have 
and take the necessary measures. In 
short, we should be able to create a new 
spirit for this new period. This should 
include everything and everyone. 

This is the time wh en the defeat of 
petty bourgeois pride and greed becomes 
of the utmost importance. It is inevitable 
that we leave many negative aspects 
because the necessary measures have 
not been taken to change the petty bour¬ 
geois world of the people who will enable 
collectivism. 

The necessary measure to take 
now as we leave an historically important 
period is to change this spirit To form 
part of a party also means the existence 
of a collective spirit. Otherwise a poten¬ 
tial danger, although we do not know 
how and when it will emerge, will always 
cause damage. 

A personality which is dominated 
by petty bourgeois pride and greed cre¬ 
ates a potential danger in terms of revo¬ 
lutionary, interrelationships, In other 
words, it is a danger to the struggle. In 
fact in the plotting events through which 
we have lived, the number of people 
whose petty bourgeois pride is crushed 
who are after personal revenge, who 
have been wounded in this respect, who 
carry pride and greed in their hearts and 
who were in these plotting events were 
far from few. 

The final plotting event is quite 
educational and one of the platforms 
which provided a source for this plotting 
event is this. Therefore such tendencies 
shall not be allowed and if we are not 
successful in this respect, platforms for 
intrigue and plots will reoccur, which is a 
real danger. 

Previously we have seen various 
examples. In organisational relations 
such an approach will bring “qualities" 
such as secrecy, non-acceptance of critt- 
;ism, not questioning oneself, striving 
; or power and doing everything for this 
purpose including damaging the organi¬ 


sation. 

Particularly when pride and greed 
become gradually more dominant, the 
person becomes more difficult to iden¬ 
tify. Before such a situation which is very 
dangerous and threatening, our un¬ 
equivocal stance is to smash and de¬ 
stroy it. We have to be dear in this 
respect. The only means to reach our 
party targets will be with people who are 
open, modest and well-equipped. 

Nobody can prevent us from 
achieving our aim. We shall not give 
concessions to such tendencies and we 
will smash them. 


WE SHALL ABSOLUTELY 


Until today we have always be- 
haved with principles. It is obvious that 
on organisation with a serious purpose 
would not behave otherwise. We are 
aware of the fact that, as an organisation 
which grew hope and became a hope for 
the people, the task awaiting us is diffi¬ 
cult and the road to be taken is long. We 
have a decisiveness and the conscious¬ 
ness which will take us on our march to 
solve all the problems on that road. 

To become a combat organisati¬ 
on cannot be reduced merely to actions. 
To become a combat organisation ne¬ 
cessitates everyone from the rank and 
file going to war rtseff. It is very important 
to equip the people according to the 
needs of the war. This can include the 
establishment of a revolutionary ap¬ 
proach to organisation and establishing 
uncompromising attitudes to the ten¬ 
dencies mentioned above. 

No action and no tendency will 
block our march, We would stress that 
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advance is impossible without quashing 
petty bourgeois pride and greed and we 
say that we will always stand firm against 
them. It be should known that at the point 
we have reached we have no sympathy 
towards anything which will cause a loss 
of time or energy and delay our march. 

The importance of time is obvi¬ 
ous, We should use time and energy so 
that our march will be quickened. Our 
target must be how to cover a long 
distance in a short time. From past expe¬ 
riences, lessons learned by now show 
that we have to fight against petty bour¬ 
geois pride and greed as a matter of 
compulsion. 

To the present day, our revolu¬ 
tionary movement has dealt with all sizes 
of problems. In order to reach today, we 
have had to overcome all these prob¬ 
lems with persistence and patience. Af¬ 
ter today also, the same persistence and 
patience will continue. We have neither 
the time nor the energy to deal with 
personal, future, position and job wor¬ 
ries. 

The historic struggle and our mis¬ 
sion cannot be blackened or drowned by 
such small squabbles. To be a revolu¬ 
tionary, especially today to be a Devrimd 
Sol r brings a role to play as a mission. 
Returning increasing attacks from the 
oligarchy successfully, becoming the 
people’s hope and belief, not disappoint¬ 
ing the trust given to us, are the compul¬ 
sory reasons to take the necessary step® 
for this mission. 

Thinking on a large scale and 
fighting for large goals. This must be 
every single person's aim on the road 
towards our party today. Henceforth we 
should leave aside petty worries, lack of 
principles and fruitless concerns. And 
this must happen. Apart from making a 
revolution or trying to make a revolution, 
we have to make our own internal revo¬ 
lution. 

When we think of the difficult 
tasks awaiting us, it Is obvious that every 
person should be prepared for these. 
Otherwise we will live in a period where 
we cannot adapt to this period, where 
petty bourgeois tendencies are domi¬ 
nant, where we will lose our inner bal¬ 
ance and where we will rot. 

We shall not allow anything which 
will divert our energy, delay our march to 
power, make us rot again, by taking into 
account our mission, role and everything 
we should do. To the present day, we 
have managed to overcome all kinds of 
tendencies, oscillations and swings, 
whatever their costs. We will overcome 
these ones also and we will create a new 
humanity.

Arafatvisited Ankara on 26th Sep- 
tember as the “President of Palestine". 
He was representing resistance of Pal¬ 
estine until yesterday as the President 
of the PLO. But nowadays, he comes to 
Ankara as the “Representative* of be¬ 
trayal with the adjective of “President" 
given by imperialist and Zionist as a 
present for his betray. 

He made a speech and said: 
"Jerusalem will be our Capital after 3 
years*. Arafat is trying to cheat our 
people and Palestinian People. He came 
to an agreement with Israel which said 
that Jerusalem would not be a matter of 
discussion now that Arafat demands to 
neutralize focuses of resistance against 
imperialists 

There had been question to the 
authorities of Palestine as “how the 
agreement between PLO and Israel will 
.effect the matter of Kurdistan*. The an¬ 


swers were interesting: “The period of 
peace showed that all the problem of 
region can easily be solved by peaceful 
method."

FATEH 

Karam 
Khella said in his 
speech that the be¬ 
trayal that Arafat 
had committed with 
the signing of the 
“Gaza - Jericho 

Agreement" was not the first betrayal As 
early as 1978, when Israel attacked the 
Lebanon and was driven back militarily, 
Arafat implemented a ceasefire against 
the will of the Palestinian organizations. 
There are several such examples. Arafat 
has thus, with the signing of the “agree¬ 
ment*, made no qualitative change in 
his policy, 

On the question of the significance 


of these treaties for the subjugated 
.copies in the three continents of Asia, 
rica and Latin America, Karam Khella 
said that, in the world of today, the main 
line of confrontation runs between impe¬ 
rialism and subjugated peoples. The 
Intifada was a great model for these 
peoples, and Arafat's and Rabin's trea¬ 
ties a great blow. “It must certainly also 
be said that, six years after the proclaim¬ 
ing of the Intifada, Israel, the USA and 
their allies have failed in putting down the 
Intifada, The Intifada will remain and 
grow stronger," said Khella, 

The representative of Devrimci 
Sol GGcler said that Arafafs signature is 
not equivalent to the end of resistance in 
Palestine, A people such as the Pales¬ 
tine people, which has a decade-long 
tradition of the liberation struggle and of 
resistance, cannot be so easily forced 
into capitulation. The lesson that can be 
drawn from the point that the PLO has 
reached is the choice between revolution 
and reformism.

The comrade from the Party of 
Labour of Belgium (PTB) analysed the 
"Gaza - Jericho Agreement" against the 
background of international develop¬ 
ments. One of the most important inter¬ 
national developments was the collapse 
of the socialist states. The first thing that 
Bush did within the framework of the then 
proclaimed "new World Order" was the 
destruction of Iraq, and this was to be 


considered at the same time a warning to 
all other peoples. What we have now 
been able to observe at the beginning of 
the 1990's is that many liberation organi¬ 
zations have capitulated in the face of the 
massive pressure of imperialism. The 
comrade concluded with: “We as com¬ 
munists, as Marxist-Leninists, completely 
repudiate the treaty, and we support the 
Palestinians who are standing up for a 
strengthening of the Intifada and the armed 
struggle."

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IMPRESSIONS FROM CUBA 

THOUSAND GREETINGS TO ERNESTO 


The Representatives of the 
Organisation of Solidarity with 
Cuba and Revolutionary Organi¬ 
sations in Europe, joined the Soli¬ 
darity Congress with Cuba which 
was organized by the organisati¬ 
on of International Affairs of Cuba 
(ICAP). 

We joined this congress ar¬ 
ranged in Havana between 6 -11th 
of December. 

The Programme of Con¬ 
gress was like this in short: Intro¬ 
duction, seminars and discus¬ 
sions. Seminars were about the 
economy of Cuba and its outlook. 
Human Rights and Democracy in 
Cuba. Discussions subject was 
the arrangement of political and 
physical Solidarity with Cuba. It 
was winter but the weather was 
sunny. Thetemperature was about 
30C. People were swimming. 

The people of Cuba have a 
liking for music and were friendly 
and genial. We were surprised that 

people appeared to have no prob¬ 
lem. But we could see that there 
were not many cars and people 
were riding bicycles and waiting 
for the car. Its impossible not to 
feel the limitation of fuel. 

Cuba is a splendid country. 
And despite of all the problems 
cubanas defend the revolution 
against imperialism... 

People of every kind of colour 
and race live together in Cuba. As Fidel 
said: ‘Our people are a combination". 
Streets, houses look like our country’s 
cities. Havana is a historical city. But, 
UN {United Nations) didn’t lend a help¬ 
ing hand for the restoration of city Al¬ 
though it determined the city as interna¬ 
tional architectural heritage. 

Because of USA's blockade, no aid 
was give to them. 

Cuba is a tropical country. The 
Land is very productive. But, because of 
the hot weather, it's hard to work The 
most important product of the Cuban 
economy is sugar-cane. Because of the 
economical blockade of USA, most of Ore 
machines can not be used in agriculture. 


The people are mostly organ¬ 
ized. The largest mass organisation is 
■The Committee to Defend the Revolu¬ 
tion (CDR)’. It’s formed by Fidel Castro 
in 1961. After the great victory of 1st 
January 1959. There are a lot of people 
of all ages in this organisation. And also, 
children were organized too. We spoke 
to District members of CDR in a group. 
All of them were moral certain and be¬ 
lieve in their leader Fidel Castro. They 
displayed their complete respect for the 
Revolution in every condition. In cur 
group, all of them either are going to 
school or finished with high education 
and had a business. Students were work¬ 
ing at the land before noon and going to 
school in the afternoon. All their life has 
been organised collectively. 

We visited a village in which there 
had been a committee of the CDR named 
Camillo Cienfuegos The Chief of the 
Committees .is meeting us gently and 
saying: 

“We were born in the land of Marti 
and Fidel. We give a great value of 
solidarity between oppressed peoples 
Cuba is the Cubans 

Long Live Cuba! 

Cuba is for Children! 

We are ready to die for the revo¬ 
lution and the party. At the same time, 
WE ALSO ARE READY TO DIE FOR 
YOUR OWN COUNTRY IF YOU NEED! 
Welcome to the unit of Committee." 

In interview asked whether peo¬ 
ple are under arms. 

"Yes, but I want to explain how. 
Our people are under arms, because, 
they are organised. It must be seen that 
Cuban fighting forces were formed by 
people in uniform. It’s possible for every¬ 
one who want’s to defend the revolution. 
We have Local armed Militias. And also 
there are Districts Units. Everyone can 
take up arms if they want to defend our 
country." 

The majority of the population 
are young people. The Organisation of 
Youth is very common. The number of 
the working part of population is about 4- 
5 million. 63-69 percent of labourers 
are members of Trade Unions. 

One of the managers of Trade 
Union of Cuba said that they were hard 


pressed to solve the problems caused 
by crisis. They collaborated with the 
state and played an active role in agri¬ 
culture, buildings and tunnel buildings. 

Revolution of Cuba attempted to 
protect the gains of the people and la¬ 
bourers. All the fundamental needs of 
the people are being supplied with cards. 
They want to solve the problem of em¬ 
ployment by employing people in agri¬ 
cultural areas. But, ifs being applied 
voluntarily. The gainings in Region of 
Education and Health were eminent. 
They are attempting to solve the prob¬ 
lem of transport by changing the ad¬ 
dresses of homes by bringing them near 
factories. The needs of clothing are be¬ 
ing supplied with cheap shopping cen¬ 
tres. They say that they will solve the 
problem of cigarettes by increasing pro¬ 
duction. 

Cuba has great improvement in 
the technological sector of biology. One 
of them who is a labourer in the sector 
says that they will find a path for eco¬ 
nomic crises to disappear. The Authori¬ 
ties of Cuba say that they have enough 
experience of technology to improve the 
economy. 

In our visit, we went to a bunga¬ 
low village in which children live who got 
hurt because of the disaster of Chernobil. 

The village is consists of medical 
and social establishments. Children have 
be rehabilitated since 1987. 12.000 chil¬ 
dren and 2.000 adults have been reha¬ 
bilitated by the efforts of Fidel Castro. 

The vital needs of Cuba are un¬ 
der guarantee of state, despite the block¬ 
ade of 32 years. 

Cuba has great internal dyna¬ 
mism to solve the problems. Because, 
there is no limit to the possibilities of the 
Revolutionary People. 

23,000 meetings and seminars 
had been organized to inform the work¬ 
ing people about the economic crisis. 70 
percent of the population joined these 
kind of meetings. 

We held an interview with the 
Member of Central Committee of Cuba 
Communist Party and the President of 
Cubas National Parliament-Ricardo 
ALARCON about Human Right in Cuba. 

He said: 
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“ ft’s of great importance for us to 
keep one eye on human rights in our 
society. We attempt to live in a country 
where its blockaded and limited by im¬ 
perialists. The Blockade is not only In the 
Region of economy or trade. The US 
accuse us of everything. They sent 50- 
60 air-crafts to our island. They are 
spending millions of dollar to destroy our 
country. We are the only country which 
is under military threat. They armed 
many people and sent them to our coun- 
try, for aggressive purposes. Our pris¬ 
ons are ready for them. If we catch them 
up, they give number less of physician 
homes.'' 

The Cuban Revolutionary Peo¬ 
ple will not surrender to objective condi¬ 
tions, Our trust in the tight of Cuban, in 
the future of the Cuban Revolution and 


in Socialism is great. Nothing will hinder 
the struggle of the Cuban people. We 
regard them as heroes of International¬ 
ism. Their unyielding actions and efforts 
are gleams of hope for all oppressed 
peoples of world beyond all question. 

We held an interview with 
Granma, we asked their approach to the 
international Route of the Cuban Revo¬ 
lution. They said that they had great 
economic problems and were attempt¬ 
ing to dissolve them. For this reason, 
they need the support of all the peoples 
of the world. All peoples are giving sup¬ 
port the struggle of Cuba against the US 
imperialism. The fighting Peoples and 
Revolutionary Movements Solidarity 
with Cuba is basic and political. The real 
answer to imperialism and its terrorist 
forces is to apply Revolutionary Vio- 


The people of Cuba needs 
the support of all the peoples 
of the world.,. There is no 
choice but to fight against 
imperialism, 

lence. There is no choice but to fight 
against imperialism. Ideological discus¬ 
sions and academic speeches are not 
enough the eliminate the imperialists 
and their collaborators. All the people 
must answer to imperialism with it's lan¬ 
guage. In our country working people are 
confronted with poverty, oppression, tor¬ 
ture, murder and massacres. We all 
agree that today there is no task more 
important then fighting against imperial¬ 
ism and its collaborators for victory. 

Before we return, we talked to 
fighters of MONCADA. They ail have 
medals, A fighter said: 

"The largest medal is on the mind 
of humans who fight for revolution and 
defend it still. Every medals means dif¬ 
ferent stages of war. For example, one of 
them is for my achievement in the under¬ 
ground struggle. The other is for my 
struggle in Sierra Maestra, Same of them 
are for my efforts in building of social¬ 
ism. This one was given for the 20th 
anniversary of Moncada. The last one is 
for my effort in the education of militias. 

After the conversation, we made 
him a present of our organisation's 
(Devrimci Sol) flag. He showed it to 
everyone and a photograph was taken. 
“We will hang It in one of most valuable 
places in our association.” 

Cuba resists to raise the living 
and cultural standard of their population.

A March was organlyed by the ANTI - NAZI LEAGUE wich 
demanding the banning the British National Party ( BNP ) on 16th of 
October BNP was forming a racist - fascist group and taking action against 
the foreign workers and Revolutionary and progressive parts of society.

THE ATTACKS OF THE IMPERIALISTS ARE 
MULTIPLYING 

The Oppressions and restrictions of Imperialist 
Goverments in Europe against the Revolutionaries 
and Patriots of Turkey were on the increase after the 
Turkish Prime Minister Tansu Ciller. - The Representa¬ 
tive of the Oligarchy - visited Germany and Europe in 
September. The Committee of Free People in Ger- 
many.3 houses in Rotterdam - Holland, a cafe, a 
library were raided savagely by tha police of Germany 
and Holland, Besides, in France, England, Switzerland 
and Norway many of Revolutionaries were detained and 
arrested by the police. The opperssions against the 
Kurdish Patriots and Democratic Establishment were 
more savage and large. Hundreds of people were de¬ 
tained and arrested. The Activities of the Democratic 
Establishments were restricted by German Police. 

Imperialist were going in fear of their order's life 
and of the revolution in Turkey, The Revolution in 
Turkey would affect their order deeply. They took into 
account their class position. 

These were not enough for them. They gave 
attempted to cheat the people with lies and demogogy 
by means of instruments of communication. They 
were saying: 11 Revolutionary and Patriotic organisa¬ 
tions are terrorist; they earn money from dirty affairs 
etc. 1 * The basic purpose of imperialism was to 
legitimate their attacks on puplic opinion. 

Many innocent people were murdered by Rac¬ 
ist Neo - Nazis. Thousands of people who fight against 
Racism were executed or imprisoned for political 
aims. But, in this period. There were the some govern¬ 
ments which had supported the oppressions of the 
people. Today, the DYP {The Party of Right Way) and 
SHP (Popular Party of Social Democrat) are commiting 
the same crimes against humanity. 

Were they the same imperialist goverments 
which removed the corpses of the enemies of human¬ 
ity, fascist Nazis in Socialist Germany but today sup¬ 
ported the gang of Nazis and imported the exploitation. 

Were they the same Kohl, Mitterand and 
partners who sold the guns, fighting planes, helicop¬ 
ters and tanks used against Labouring people in the 
Dirty War to Turkey and many neo - colonized Coun¬ 
tries and supported the Nationalism, Racism in the 
USSR and the Balkans. 

European Public Opinion never believed the 
lies of Imperialism and their collaborators beyond all 
qestions. Because they are eye - witness of executions 
wihtout warrant in human application of the Laws of 
Anti - terror and hostility towards foreigner, Poverty of 
millions of people.

In November, 29, 3 prisoners were 
taken to the Security Court of State 
(DGM) for judgement. On their return, 
the prison bus stopped because of traf¬ 
fic. They got out of the bus and began to 
run out as planned. Gendarme and po¬ 
liceman opened fire behind the prisoners 
and caught them up. The prisoners were 
brought to prison. In prison the Guards 
and soldiers attacked them and gave 
savage beatings to the prisoners. Pris¬ 
oners had been wounded seriously. One 
of them was taken to hospital. 

For this reason all the prisoners 
of Devrimci Sol occupied all corridors 
and place of lawyers in prison. Ail the 
Guards were taken from prison by pris¬ 
oners of Devrimci Sol. 

Prisoners declaredthatthey would 
continue the occupation until they were 
informed about the health of their com¬ 
rades. 

The prisoners who wounded seri¬ 
ously was brought to prison and the 
occupation ended.
